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A HOLDING BUDGET, BUT WHAT 
NEXT? 


NDERSTANDABLY, industry’s first reaction to the Budget has been 
to criticise the proposed increase in profits tax, at a time when taxation 
is already considered to be too high. The Federation of British Industries, 
for instance, say that it is particularly regrettable that no encouragement has 
been given to enterprise, industry, or the export trade. “Indeed, the increase 
in the profits tax, which brings the taxation on company incomes back to 
more than 50 per cent., will act as a general disincentive.” The F.B.I. 
are also sorry to see that yet another year has been allowed to go by without 


a of “the many technical reforms for which industry has been calling for 
so long.” 


Allowing for this criticism, it must be admitted, however, that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was faced with a growing inflationary tendency 
and his measures are designed to damp down home consumer demands and 
make room for exports, while maintaining the stable prices of the past two 
years. He is obviously keen that nothing should be done to harm the 
encouraging revival in industrial re-equipment now setting in. In fact, he 
not only decided to continue the present investment allowances, but expressed 
the hope that the increase in profits tax might persuade firms to re-examine 
their dividend policies and plough back a little more into the business. 


Time alone will tell whether this holding Budget will achieve its objectives. 
It should have no serious direct effect on industry, but one cannot overlook 
the fact that further monetary measures are contemplated. “I think it likely,” 
said Mr. Heathcoat Amory, “that the time may soon arrive when it will 


be right that we should take other steps to restrain further expansion of 
private credit.” 





A Travesty 


DURING 1959 a total of 54 million working days were lost through strikes 

of all kinds. Of these, 34 million days were lost in the official printing 
and printing ink disputes, and 100,000 in other disputes known to be official. 
Of = remaining 1,650,000 days lost, the bulk were apparently due to unofficial 
strikes. 


That these stoppages took place is regrettable, but one cannot deny the 
unions the right to strike as a last resort. What is particularly disturbing is the 
number of unofficial stoppages which threaten to increase during the coming 
months. For instance, Mr. J. Matthews, national officer of the National Union 
of General and Municipal Workers, has warned that widespread unofficial 
“guerrilla” strikes have been planned in key industries, such as gas and 
electricity supply, and motor manufacturing. 


The extent to which these unofficial stoppages will be allowed to develop 
remains to be seen, but there can be no doubt that they are a travesty of all 
the trade union movement’s past endeavours and achievements. They bode 
nothing but ill for the unions who, it is to be hoped, will take whatever action 
is necessary to put a stop to them. If not, the time may come when the 
Government, irrespective of Party, will be compelled to act to safeguard the 
nation. 





Over-Optimistic ? 


Ho” goes the programme to clear the 875,000 houses in England and Wales 

which were considered unfit for human habitation? According to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, about 200,000 of these dwellings 
have already gone, and more than 1,000 slum houses are being demolished or 
closed every week. 


Now this is good news indeed, but it does seem that the Minister was a 
little over-optimistic when he said that “we are nearly one-quarter of the way 
to abolishing slums.” Not so long ago it was being suggested in Government 
circles that the housing problem was nearly solved—a glance at the present 
situation soon dispels this point of view.

Notebook... 


WORD of congratulation is due to the 
City Architect of Sheffield, Mr. J. L. 
Womersley, and his departmental col- 
leagues for their imaginative and even 
spectacular scheme at Woodside. Here, 
on a hill-top 200ft. above Sheffield yet 
only a mile from the City Centre, some 
500 Sheffield families are to be rehoused 
in a modern-style village of 15- and 13- 
storey blocks of flats and accompanying 
maisonnettes and houses. 

There will be a shopping centre, com- 
munity centre, a school and a public house 
included in the scheme. All the homes 
will have wireless and television points 
and they will be gas or electrically heated. 
Perhaps one of the most significant aspects 
of the whole enterprise is that although 
150 people to the acre will be accommo- 
dated on the site only a third of the 
space is to be occupied by buildings. 

The contract has been awarded to 
George Wimpey and Co., Ltd., who aim te 
complete ithe whole scheme within 24 
months. Mr. Womersley’s ability to under- 
stand the problems of contractors engaged 
in large-scale work of this kind is well 
known. Wimpey’s have a long list of 
notable building achievements to their 
credit. This scheme at Woodside will be 
a severe test for both, but I haven’t any 
doubt that the outcome will be a big 
success, 


HIS type of development seems bound 
to become more usual as time goes 
by. I note that Sir Frederick Osborn, 
chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion, makes cogent reference to the pro- 
blems involved in his committee’s recently 
published report. Increasing population 
and an increasing demand for new homes. 
the report states, mean a thorough re- 
examination of the assumptions, forecasts, 
and provisions implicit in central policies 
and in local plans for development. 
Whether or not Sir Frederick and his 
colleagues at the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Association would find themselves 
in agreement with Mr. Womersley’s solu- 
tion to the problem of urban renewal I 
don’t know. But there is one item in 
the Association’s assessment about the 
right planning policies for the future with 
which the development in Sheffield seems 
to comply. It is that there should be 
speedy renewal of congested urban centres 
to decent and efficient standards for those 
who will still continue to live and work 
in them. 

It may be that between them Mr. 
Womersley and Wimpey’s are blazing a 
new trail towards the renewal of outworn 
localities in our large towns. 


HE question asked by Sir Samuel 
Storey, the Conservative M.P. for 
Stretford, of the Minister of Transport in 
the House of Commons the other day must 
have set many civil engineering contrac- 
tors’ hearts palpitating. He wanted to 
know if the Minister, when making grants 
to local authorities towards the cost of 
civil engineering projects. would make it 
a condition of the grant that the local 
authority would require the contractor 
selected to appoint a fully qualified officer 
to be responsible for the safety of the 
workers employed on the job. Compliance 
with such a suggestion would raise a big 
problem for civil engineering contractors 
and might easily bring work in that field 
to a standstill. Fully qualified safety 
officers for the civil engineering industry 
are virtually non-existent. It would take 
months, possibly years, to train a sufficient 
number and the cost involved would be 
considerable. Mr. Ernest Marples, replying 


to the question, found himself on some- 
what familiar ground. Whilst he did not 
think that it would be appropriate to make 
this condition and felt sure that local 
authorities would bear in mind the recom- 
mendations of the jury at the recent Barton 
Bridge inquest that there should be con- 
stant supervision of safety matters by a 
competent representative of the contractor, 
on whom responsibility must rest, he 
could not forgo the opportunity to remind 
his questioner that in view of his 
experience in private life before he camé 
into public life he had the matter very 
much in mind. 

Actually, as Mr. Marples pointed out, 
the safety of workers on civil engineering 
contracts will be covered by the new 
regulations which the Minister of Labour 
will be making shortly. If, however, these 
regulations appear to be anything less than 
adequate for their purpose I can assure 
Mr. Marples and the civil engineering con- 
tractors that Sir Samuel will not hesitate 
to turn his keen legal mind to the subject 
again, 


HEN Charles Crichton said ‘“Good- 
night” on the Building Matters 
programme last Tuesday week he brought 
to an end a 26-week series which, to say 
the least, has been an interesting experi- 
ment by the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. When the programmes began in 
September last it was envisaged that they 
would continue for three months. Within 
a few weeks it was decided to carry on 
the series until the end of March. Each 
week thereafter the programmes showed 
steady and sometimes spectacular improve- 
ment. If there is anything to be learned 
from this method of communicating with 
an industry it is that discussion and 
interview are infinitely more effective than 
straight talks by individual speakers. The 
programmes became alive—from my point 
of view for the first time—one evening 
last autumn when Mr. Catherwood, of 
Costain’s, and Grenfell Baines, the archi- 
tect, came to grips on the subject of the 
package deal. From that night onwards 
the programmes never looked back. It 
seemed that the producer, Robert Gunnell, 
quickly recognised the significance of this 
form of presentation and planned ahead 
accordingly. His judgement was sound. 
Now the big question is whether the pro- 
grammes will begin again next autumn. 
From what I have gathered in conversa- 
tions with building people in all parts of 
the country there is a strong hope that 
they will come back. If they do, they will 
no longer be as an experiment but a proved 
attraction for the industry to follow and 
support. 


ITH all the efforts that are being 
made by education authorities, 
industrialists and teaching staffs to 
encourage more young people to embark 
upon recognised courses of study to fit 
them for the future it is surprising how 
many young people deny to themselves 
the opportunities those facilities offer. In 
this respect the building industry owes a 
debt of gratitude to the Mayor of Mans- 
field, Councillor C. Stone. for his remarks 
at the recent distribution of prizes to 
students of the Building Department at the 
Technical College. After pointing out that 
employers often made sacrifices to releasc 
young men for day-time studies he 
expressed disappointment that some young- 
sters did not display perseverance and 
tolerance in sufficient measure to enable 
them to complete their apprenticeship 
courses. 
This is a theme which the civic heads 
of other boroughs throughout the country 
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could well take up to good effect. Too 
often the complaints and protests of em- 
ployers on this score are like cries in the 
wilderness. Nobody listens when they 
criticise youngsters for failing to make the 
best of their formative years. It may be 
that this is because the public feel that 
in this context the employers are grinding 
their own axes. This is not so, and if 
the people’s elected representatives in 
cities and towns where there are technical 
colleges could be more ready to remind 
young people of their obligations they 
would be doing a good job for the industry 
and for the community at large. Too often 
teachers in technical colleges are told by 
their former students of 10 or 15 years 
past that they wished they had taken 
classes more seriously when they were at 
school. Councillor Stone has shown the 
way; I hope that his mayoral colleagues 
will follow him. 


HE other evening I had the pleasure 
of joining some of the many friends 
of Freddie Snow at the official opening of 
Ross House, Southwark, the offices of 
Frederick S, Snow and Partners, consult- 
ing engineers. This is one of the latest of 
the new buildings to be built in Southwark 
and it was fitting that Lord Morrison of 
Lambeth, the first man to take positive 
steps to clear the slums, and the dirt and 
decay of the south side of the Thames, 
should perform the opening ceremony. He 
unveiled a sculptured panel, the work of 
Michael Kellaway who is now a lecturer 
at Reading University, which was selected 
in competition from seven exhibits sub- 
mitted by present and past members of 
the Slade School. It is a contemporary 
work representing the fusion of engineer- 
ing, art and architecture. The building has 
a floor area of nearly 25,000 sq. ft. There 
is a car park in the basement and the 
ground floor houses the administrative 
offices, conference room and print room. 
The first, second, third and fourth floors 
contain the drawing offices and are occu- 
pied entirely by engineering staff. The fifth 
floor accommodates the tea bar, together 
with a terrace surrounding two sides of 
the building, from which one is able to 
obtain some interesting views of the 
neighbourhood. Planning restrictions, how- 
ever, prevented Mr. Snow from accom- 
modating all his staff in this new block 
and the surveyors, architects, electrica) 
and mechanical engineers have their offices 
in another new building in Southwark 
Street. 


HE London dinner of the “Structurals” 
is a function which is eagerly antici- 
pated by those who are fortunate enough 
to receive an invitation. This year’s func 
tion, held last week at the Dorchester, 
certainly lived up to expectations.

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EUROPE’S LARGEST T.V. STUDIO COMPLETED 


Short-term Planning Overcomes Many Problems 


HE structural work and a very 
large percentage of the electronic 
installation, for what is reputed to be 
the largest television studio in Europe, 
has just been completed at Wembley, 
in a contract time of 15 months. 


In order to meet the key dates for com- 
pletion, work had to be started before all 
the drawings could be finalised and 
inevitably some of the work had to be 
planned in detail as the job proceeded. 


Weekly Meetings 


This meant that the site meetings of 
the architects (Farms and Partners) which 
were held weekly were, for a very large 
part of the contract, design meetings as, 
well as progress meetings. The organisa 
tion under which the contract was ad 
ministered was, therefore, established with 
the writer attending all site meetings 
accompanied by an assistant, whose respon- 
sibilities were confined to this contract 
and who passed on the results of the 
discussions to the general foreman. This 
was found to work so well that the system 
was continued throughout the contract. 
This was particularly useful as the gencral 
foreman was under heavy pressure due 
to the tight schedules to complete sections 
of the work to programme, since he was 
able to devote all his time to site super 
vision. 

Sub-contractors’ problems were resolved 
at separate weekly meetings under the 
contractors’ control, design problems being 
referred to the next architects’ meeting. 

Apart from day-to-day problems, archi- 
tects’ site meeting agendas covered agree- 
ment of dates for receipt of details to 
suit the building programme including 
explanatory discussions on undesigned 
features to enable the contractor to judge 
when information would be required. 

An overall target programme was pre- 
pared before commencement and revised 
in detail only in the light of information 
as produced.

Early planning of the contract revolved 
round the clients’ basic requirement, which 
was to have the control block, a two-storey 
building attached to the main studio, 
handed over to them for installation of 


floor, created a shortage of storage space 
for sub-contractors and their very bulky 
equipment and planning generally had to 
be based on a restriction of space greater 
than would appear to be the case from the

their technical equipment in week 36, and 
the canteen and dressing rooms by week 
50, leaving only the completion of the 
studio and its associated plant rooms by 
week 65. 

The fact that the studio itself, whilst 
of large cubic capacity, has only a ground

study of the drawings. 

The key problems to be considered in 
planning were: 

1. The existence of a series of dis- 

continuity joints separating various 
sections of the buildings, and split- 
ting the studio into two halves. 
The installation of a pair of very 
large rise and fall doors to enable 
the studio to be used in either one 
or two parts. 

3. The provision of an unusually strong 
floor to the studio to tolerances of 
level not normally met with in 
building. 

A further problem which was not pro- 
vided for in the planning, but which at 
times became paramount, was the brick 
famine which developed at just about the 
time the brickwork was started. 

Apart from delays due to shortage of 
bricks, this last item produced considerable 
organisational difficulties owing to the 
necessity of taking delivery of bricks as 
and when they became available instead 
of when required alongside the scaffolds, 
as had originally been planned. : 

The work in the ground was straight- 
forward although some of the concrete 
bases were large. It was decided, in view 
of the proximity of suitable plant, to use 
ready mixed concrete and in order to cater 
for possible inclement weather the Ready 
Mix Concrete Co. installed heating 
apparatus. : 

It was not considered economic to use 
ready mixed concrete for suspended floors, 
etc., and, owing to the high degree of 
development on the site, it was decided 
to set up the concrete mixing plant inside 
the studio. This was only moved when 
work to the floor had advanced to a stage 
when it was in the way. By that time 
further space had been made available 


nN 
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outside the original boundaries of the 
site. 

Within the limits of the information 
available the order of execution of the 90- 
odd bases was planned to ensure that 
concrete could be placed direct from the 
lorries, and on the larger bases, pours in 
excess of 150yd. a day were achieved on 
occasions. 

Forward planning and progress on ex- 
cavation was hindered by the existence 
of considerable obstructions in the shape 
of foundations from the old Wembley 
exhibition buildings, of which there were 
no details available and which appeared 
in the most unpredictable places. 


Steelwork Difficulties 


The control block steelwork had to be 
erected first to meet the clients’ require- 
ments despite the fact that the rear 
stanchions were the main 40ft, high 
stanchions carrying the 100ft. span studio 
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roof trusses. Great credit is due to the 
steel erectors, Dorman Long and Co., Ltd., 
who were able to plumb and level the 
control block steel before the erection of 
the roof trusses, thus enabling concrete 
suspended floors to proceed. 

The sub-soil on the site was the typical! 
Middlesex clay and it was decided thar 
apart from where foundations occurred the 
existing hardstandings should remain to 
protect the clay and should be removed 
and the levels reduced only when roofs 
had been completed. 

The construction of the main roof of 
the studio was woodwool slabs on purlins 
spanning between the main trusses, which 
enabled the whole studio area to be roofed 
at a very early stage. The roof was, in 
fact, started soon after the commencement 
of the steel erection and was substantially 
complete shortly after the steel was handed 
over. 

A further expedient was the suspension

: SAFER METHOD OF COAL BREAKING BY 
COMPRESSED AIR 


A NEW system of blasting coal, in 

which compressed air is used in- 
stead of conventional mine explosives, 
has been adopted by the National Coal 
Board. 

The main advantages of the system are 
that it is potentially safer to use than ex- 
plosives, creates less dust, and also removes 
the possibility of an explosive being acci- 
dentally conveyed to a consumer. It pro- 
duces a high proportion of large coal for 
which there is still a constant demand, and 
does so while maintaining productivity at 
the coalface; a reduction in mining costs 
results, with installations producing up- 
wards of 500 tons of coal a day. 

In conventional mining the coal is blown 
down from the coalface by explosives, 
which are specially prepared for safe use in 
coal mines, and as much as 33,000,000Ib. 
of explosives are used in a year. Efforts 
to reduce the number of shots fired, and to 
cut down the amount of- explosives used, 
have produced large and worthwhile econo- 
mies but a more effective alternative 
method of shotfiring did not arrive until 
the air-breaker, the mew high-pressure 
compressed air device, had proved its value, 

Air breaking is comparatively simple to 
operate. The equipment consists of an 
electrically driven compressor which can 


operate up to pressures of 12,000lb. per 
sq. in., pipelines for conducting the high- 
pressure air up to the coalface, and shells 
for discharging the air inside the shotholes 
and blowing down the coal. 

These shells vary in length from four to 
seven feet and are usually about 2-24in, in 
diameter, In the coalface operation a hole 
is bored (as in ordinary shotfiring) and the 
Shell is inserted: when the face has been 
cleared for firing, the air is turned on and 
the shell begins to fill with air. When a 
sufficiently high pressure has been reached 
the holding plate is ruptured, the com- 
pressed air is released suddenly—expanding 
violently with a loud report—and blows the 
surrounding coal down ready for loading. 

Only one shell at a time is needed in a 
working place and if 60 to 70 shots are 
discharged it can move about 500 tons of 
coal a day, whereas about 100 ordinary 
explosive shots would be needed for the 
same purpose. 


Cost of Installation 


An airbreaking installation costs about 
£10,000 including all the equipment in- 
volved—the compressor (by far the largest 
item), the piping, the valves and the shells. 
Power costs work out at about ld. a shell 
or less than a farthing a ton of output, and 
an operator can fire as many as 100 shells 
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of the internal scaffolding from the sus- 
pended scaffold to enable acoustic linings, 
etc., to the walls to proceed without 
interfering with the work to the floor. 

After considerable discussion it was 
decided to use very dry no-slump concrete 
with a water/cement ratio of less than .4 
for the floor, principally to avoid any 
danger of shrinkage. This was con- 
solidated by the means of heavy pneumatic 
rammers and a vibrating roller. A maxi- 
mum error in level of jin. over the 14,000 
sq. ft. of floor was permitted and this 
specification was met. 

The late stage at which, by design, the 
floor was laid necessitated careful co- 
ordination with the partition erectors, but 
carefully phased programmes and deliveries 
of door sections enabled this to be 
achieved. 

Floor finishes to a tolerance of better 
than the specified + ;;in. in 20ft. were 
laid to programme despite the almost 
unbelievable quantities of electric wiring 
which were appearing by this time, and 
the studio was prepared for preliminary 
acoustic tests in week 61. 


Noise Elimination 


Two interesting effects of working 
alongside an operating set of studios were 
the necessity for maintaining access for 
scenery, etc., and the problem of noise. 
The only access road to the existing studios 
had to be considerably excavated for a 
number of reasons, and the planning of 
the operations was done in conjunction 
with the existing studio’s forward pro- 
gramme schedules to ensure that there 
was no interference with the delivery and 
removal of large quantities of scenery 
which were made off the premises. 

A Klaxon-horn was installed which was 
blown by the studio administrative staff 
when it was decided that the noise was 
interfering with broadcasting but close 
study of programme schedules on the site 
and an effort to avoid working close to 
the existing studios when broadcasting 
was in progress enabled the use of the 
Klaxon-horn to be confined to a very small 
number of occasions. 

Whilst it is obviously advantageous, 
where possible, for more time to be made 
available for the preparation of drawings 
before the contract starts, this contract 
has proved that it is possible, by close 
co-operation with client, architect, engi- 
neer, etc., to achieve fast and efficient 
building, relying on short-term planning 
fitted to an imposed overall programme. 


in one shift. The compressor is capable of 
discharging one shell a minute and can 
therefore provide air for operators working 
on several coalfaces. 

The air-breaker can work in a wide range 
of seam thickness and gradients and is 
now being employed on ripping roadways 
and in wastes: it is also useful on faces 
where partial power-loading is used (where 
the coal is now blown down by explosives 
and loaded by machine). 

Maintenance requirements are very little 
and are done according to a carefully ob- 
served schedule. 


“SEE HOW THEY GO” 


Major road construction schemes started 
during the last six months of 1959 are to 
cost over £20m. Nearly half of this total, 
£9m., will be spent on the three viaducts 
now under construction for the Birming- 
ham to Preston motorway at Cresswell, 
Staffs., Thelwall on the Lancashire-Cheshire 
border and Gathurst, Lancs. 

The latest chart in the British Road Fede- 
ration’s series “See How They Go” lists all 
road projects costing over £100,000 started 
in England and Wales from July to Decem- 
ber last year, as announced by the Minister 
of Transport in the House of Commons on 
February 3. Each is recorded with its 
location, value and estimated date of com- 
pletion, and elsewhere on the chart is a 
section showing how schemes on earlier

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MODERNISATION OF LONDON-BRIGHTON ROAD 


Construction Works by East Sussex County Council 


‘TSE conditions prevailing before any 

reconstruction works were started 
on the London-Brighton Trunk Road, 
A.23, were akin to the worst conditions 
one would expect to find on any road, 
said Mr. L. G. Williams, A.M.Inst.H.E., 
resident engineer, East Sussex C.C., in 
a Paper presented last Friday evening 
at a meeting of the Institution of High- 
way Engineers. The width was as 
narrow as lé6ft. in places, visibility was 
bad, there were excessive gradients, 
dangerous intersections occurred at 
unexpected points, there was no super- 
elevation on curves, drainage was bad 
and there were few areas where traffic 
could pull off the road. 


Handcross Hill was a_ notoriously 
dangerous spot where there was no parking 
space for the many vehicles which broke 
down whilst ascending the hill, and over- 
taking either way was hazardous owing 
to the tortuous nature of the road. For 
the unfortunate traveller who left the 
road on this hill there were long steep 
slopes beyond the inadequate verges. Apart 
from a tarmac surface the road was very 
much as it had been since its earliest 
development as a road. 

Describing modernisation works recently 
undertaken by East Sussex County Council, 
Mr. Williams said:— 

In 1956 the reconstruction of the road 
was recommenced from where it had 
ceased with the outbreak of the last war. 
The pre-war scheme had been revised to 
meet with modern standards and the work 
was to proceed northwards to link up with 
the Crawley By-pass, which was con- 
structed pre-war. The northernmost 
t-mile of the road is in West Sussex, but 
it was agreed that East Sussex County 
Council should undertake this reconstruc- 
tion as an integral part of the scheme. 

The scheme involved the construction of 
two by-passes of aggregate length two 
miles, 34 miles of new carriageway, recon- 
struction of three miles of old carriageway, 
construction of a 122ft. skew span re- 
inforced concrete bridge to carry A.279 
over Handcross By-pass and construction 
of pedestrian subway. All works to be 
undertaken by direct labour with the 
exception of the bridge and specialist work 
on surfacing, tree-felling, fencing. white 


lines, Catseyes, and wall finishes to 
subway. 

Excavation 
Excavation totalling approximately 


230,000 cu. yd. was carried out throughout 
the whole of the post-war works. Excava- 
ting and filling operations were confined 
to the period between April 1, to Septem- 
ber 30. Plant used was mainly the con- 
ventional tvpe of excavator from R.B.22 
down to R.B.10: Where ground conditions 
were suitable and an economical area of 
balanced cut and fill was available, 
scrapers were used. These were of 9 cu. 
yd. capacity pulled by D.6 crawler tractors. 
They were employed in teams of two 
since site conditions did not permit greater 
numbers to move about without con- 
gestion. Scrapers were also used to 
advantage in stripping topsoil and carting 
it to nearby dumps for reuse on margins 
and batters at a later stage in the works. 

Excavation in rock presented some diffi- 
culty to the plant operators at first. but 
once they had discovered the dip of the 
strator and were able to dig downhill in 
that direction they found that the layers 
of rock stripped off fairly easily. It was 
possible to stack the larger ‘pieces of 
rock in dumps to weather for reuse on 
future schemes elsewhere where rock 
facing work was required on bridges and 
walls, In order to lift the rock. for 
removal and at the same time leave behind 


the smaller material a D.8 crawler tractor 
with a forked rock bucket was used. This 
was quite effective but damage was caused 
to lorries by the dropping of the rock over 
the sideboards. Later this task was suc- 
cessfully undertaken by a Drott 4 in 1 
shovel which was able to pick up the lumps 
of rock and place them in the lorries rather 
than drop them over the sideboards. 

There was a surplus of excavation over 
fill amounting to some 40,000 cu. yd. and 
this was carted away to dumps to be used 
in the future construction of approach 
ramps to the flyover sites envisaged at a 
later date. At Warninglid Five Crossways 
the earthworks to the approaches of the 
future flyover are virtually complete, 
having been constructed with the surplus 
from Handcross. 


Embankments 


Embankments were formed by convey- 
ing excavated material in hired lorries 
from the excavators to filling sites. Here 
it was spread by D.6 bulldozers in layers 
which compacted to a thickness of 6in. 
Compaction was by trailer-type vibrating 
rollers of 324cwt. It was found that the 
bulldozers using their tracks were able 
to crush the excavated rock so that after 
an initial pass the vibrating rollers were 
able to use their vibrators to attain a 
highly satisfactory degree of compaction. 
A single D.6 bulldozer supplied by three 
excavators R.B.22, R.B.19, and a Smith 10 
could spread 1,000 cu. yd. of fill a day. 
Compaction of this quantity was carried 
out by two 324cwt. towed vibrating rollers. 

In the opinion of the author, where a 
granular soil is required to be compacted 
such as exists on this site, there is no 
comparison between the results obtained 
by the conventional roller of 8, 10, or 12 
tons and the vibrating roller. In the 
former case apparent satisfactory compac- 
tion may appear to have been attained, 
but after heavy rain it will be found that 
there will be about 6in. of mud on the 
surface. The use of a vibrating roller 
eliminates this undesirable aspect since 
it reduces the air voids almost to the 
state of reconstructed stone, so as to pro- 
duce an almost impervious surface. It has 
been noted that fill of this nature when 
so compacted will, after heavy rainfall, 
only have a thin scum of surface mud of 
less than tin. thickness. Surface drying 
of vibrated compacted fill is therefore 
much more rapid than non-vibrated fill. 


Sub-base 


The final trimming of the prepared 
formation was carried out by the use of 
Drott 4 in 1 shovels. These machines are 
extremely useful in that they may be 
employed as traxcavators, loading shovels, 
bulldozer or graders, provided of course 
that the driver has been properly schooled 
in the use of the tool. They have the 
added advantage that they can cross an 
existing surfaced carriageway without 
causing unreasonable damage that would 
result from the tracks of a conventional 
crawler tractor. Their tracks are designed 
to spin on overload and have no pro- 
truding spades. 

The sub-base consisted of 4in. depth of 
material which is described as hoggin. wall 
ballast, Chichester gravel or drainage 
beach blinded with sandy clay. This 
material is usually found as an outcrop to 
ballast pits and compacts to form a hard 
surface which when treated with tarspray 
is impervious and forms an excellent road 
akin to the earlier waterbound macadam 
roads. After this material was spread by 
the Drott to the required thickness, it was 
compacted firstly with a 164cwt. tandem 
vibrating roller and later by a 324cwt. 
towed vibrating roller. The material must 
be kept moist whilst being worked since 
in this state it compacts more readily and 


the interstices fill more easily with plastic 
clay and sand so that the whole structure 
on drying becomes exceedingly hard. It 
was found necessary to water this material 
in hot weather or when there was a good 
drying wind. 

When the hoggin had been placed the 
surface was sealed by the application of 
hot road tar applied from a spray tanker. 
The tar was spread to give a coverage of 
five sq. yd. to the gallon, and the surface 
was then dressed with ;in. crushed grit. 

When it was necessary to prepare sub- 
base in unreliable weather, dry rolled lean 
concrete 16 to 1 was used, the surface 
being sprayed with 30 per cent. cold 
surface dressing emulsion as a curing agent. 


Concrete Base 


The 8in. lean concrete base was placed 
in position as part of a pre-determined 
concreting programme. Normally work 
was not commenced until after a given 
section of earthworks and sub-base had 
been completed in the summer months. 
Firstly the 8in. road forms were positioned 
and checked for line and level. Heavy 
pattern Blaw Knox forms were used, and 
these having an 8in. base were able to 
stand in position unsupported. Other 
patterns of forms, particularly when 
equipped with a built-on steel frog, were 
found to have a tendency to fall forward. 
Plain forms were used on the outsides of 
the base, whilst frogged forms were on 
the central joint. The bays so formed 
were 13ft. 7in. wide. 

Concreting proceeded by placing the 
lower side of the base first. The reason 
for this is that if the higher side is first 
constructed then water will un off it on 
to the lower side should rai: occur whilst 
the lower side is being plac:d. This will 
cause scour of the surface of the soft 
concrete. Concreting was carried out 
downhill so that the vibrating screed would 
travel along the edge of the marginal strip 
since, white lines apart, this is the only 
line that will reveal the alignment of the 
road, In time grass will overhang the back 
of the strip and no lines will be visible on 
the black-top. 

Granite aggregate concrete was placed 
between the forms and vibrated with a 
conventional poker-type vibrator, the latter 
being mounted upon a hand-trolley. The 
final surface was tamped with a purpose- 
made metal hand tamp, the two edges of 
the strip were treated by arris irons, and 
the greater width of the surface was ridged 
shallowly at right angles to the traffic flow 
so that the maximum amount of reflected 
light would occur in car headlights at night. 

The marginal strip was reinforced with 
two jin. longitudinal bars, and secured 
to the base by jin. stirrups at 12in. 
intervals. The granite concrete was mixed 
by a 5/34 mixer adjacent to the strip being 
constructed. The aggregate had previously 
been deposited in small dumps along the 
road. Conveyance to the — site was 
by wheelbarrow since the haul was 
normally only a few yards. ; 

Where this form of construction is used 
and open textured macadam is the sur- 
facing, it will be appreciated that unless 
drains are provided through the marginal 
strip, water will remain trapped beneath 
the road surface. Where traffic is allowed 
to use the road before the final asphalt 
carpet is laid rapid disintegration of the 
macadam could take place in severe 
weather. To combat this eventuality, 
drains were made through the marginal 
strip at about 50ft. intervals and connected 
by land drains to the nearby ditches or 
drains. 

Bituminous Surfacing 


Bituminous 
contract. ; 
The l4in. material was laid to a finished 
depth of 3in., the work being done by a 


surfacing was laid by 
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Barber-Greene machine in two passes. 
The jin, material was then laid to a finished 
depth of lin., this being done in one pass. 
The normal procedure was then to blind 
the surface with bitumen grit after which 
the carriageway was thrown open to 
traffic. The jin. fine cold asphalt carpet 
was laid at a later date after the traffic 
had been passing over the road for about 
six months. 

The fine cold asphalt carpet was laid 
in two layers, and the running surface 
treated with rolled-in precoated basalt 
chippings. 

The author must comment here on the 
apparent deterioration in the standard of 
finish obtained by this type of surfacing 
machine since the war. He can recall 
work of a very high standard being 
carried out immediately after the war to 
which today’s work bears very poor com- 
parison. He finds it difficult to under- 
stand why a precision machine—such as 
the Barber-Greene surely is—cannot pro- 
duce a near-perfect surface, particularly 
when laying upon a near-precision pre- 
pared concrete base. 

The younger generation of engineers 
must appreciate that with design now 
based upon extremely high speeds the 
surface finished profile must be accurately 
laid. Too much “zsthetic spring” or 
diminutive camber can lead to dangerous 
deficiences in the finished road design. 
Trouble of this nature was experienced on 
these works. 


Special Problems 


Since the line of the new road continu- 
ally crossed the line of the old road, 
special problems were encountered at these 
sites. It was found necessary to raise 
the new road about 3ft. above the old 
road at two sites where the new and old 
roads crossed. The problem was to raise 
the old road to the new level so as not 
to impede the flow of traffic, and to ensure 
that the switch from the old road to the 
new would not be complicated by 
dangerous ramps. 

The method adopted was to raise the 
old road by 2in. veneers of straight-run 
bitumen macadam laid by a Barber-Greene 
machine. This process was somewhat in 
the nature of an experiment, but sub- 
sequent observation has shown no appre- 
ciable settlement, although as a pre- 
cautionary measure the laying of the final 
carpet at this point was delayed as long 
as possible. 


Diversions 


Many diversions and temporary junc- 
tions had to be provided for traffic, and 
although numerous 8ft. by 4ft. 6in. reflect- 
ing signs were provided to guide motorists, 
it was found that they could not be relied 
upon to read them. In many cases 
motorists would pass as many as five large 
signs and still do the wrong thing. There 
is little the highway engineer can do to 
cope with road users of this mentality. 
It was found that the motorist was far 
more prone to obey white lines than to 
pay attention to warning signs or notices. 
Care was therefore taken to ensure that 
when traffic switches were to be made 
adequate white lining was carried out 
immediately. Switches were normally 
made in the morning, leaving plenty of 
time for minor adjustments to be made 
whilst labour was available. Close liaison 
was maintained with the police in these 
matters and their help in directing the 
traffic was given on many occasions. On 
one occasion a bitter lesson was learnt 
when traffic was switched late in the morn- 
ing on a “race day”. In consequence traffic 
returning in the evening had to take a 
different route to that which it had taken 
in the morning, and until the race traffic 
had cleared in the evening, near chaos 
reigned. 

A temporary reflecting post was de- 
veloped on the site consisting of a 4in. 
by ljin. by 3ft. white wooden board 
upon which was stuck a 3in. by 18in. strip 
of Scotchlight reflecting tape in either red 
or white. The rear of these boards was 
equipped with two iron staples large 
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enough to permit a lamp iron to be inserted 
vertically through them. The bases of the 
boards were equipped with two short 
spikes so that they could be tapped into 
the ground to prevent the board rotating 
round the lamp iron when in position. 
These boards could be placed back-to- 
back, red and white, and gave a very good 
headlight reflection at night and saved 
a considerable amount of money being 
expended on lighting. 


Concrete Mixing Bases 


Two main mixing bases were provided. 
The first was at Handcross School and 
supplied concrete for the Handcross By- 
pass and about a mile of road northwards 
from the site. The second base was at 
Peas Pottage and supplied concrete for 
the remainder of the works. 

The Handcross “set-up” consisted of 
two Winget 14/10 high-level tilting drum 
mixers which were at least 25 years old. 
They were elevated by being placed upon 
stands constructed of old short lengths of 
R.S.J.s and odd lengths of old sheet piling. 
The mixers were thus raised about 3ft. 
off the ground. The hopper runways were 
extended down to the new ground level, 
longer cables were provided, and discharge 
chutes fitted which were coupled to the 
drum-tilting mechanism and lowered auto- 
matically on discharge. When mixing it 
was necessary for them to be raised as 
they would otherwise foul lorries passing 
between the two mixers. The mixers were 
erected with the discharge sides facing 
each other; being elevated they could 
discharge into lorries, and their chutes 
ensured that the concrete could be placed 
away from the sides of the lorry. It was 
fourd possible to place up to eight mixings 
in a five-yard tipping lorry. Loading 
the hoppers with ballast was done by 
means of Forelodas fitted to Ferguson 
tractors. The cement was manhandled in 
bags. Water of a minimum amount to 
ensure workability was supplied by direct 
connection of the mixers to the main. 
Mix was by volume being a nominal “one 
bag” mix producing 114:1 concrete up 
to 100 cu. yd. per day. The Handcross 
base was operated by six men. 

The base at Peas Pottage was of similar 
layout to that at Handcross, but two 
modern 18/12 Benford mixers were used, 
two 15-ton Portasilos replaced bagged 
cement, and aggregates were weigh-batched 
by using the built-in weighbatchers on 
the mixers. Hopper charging was done 
by Forelodas; the mixers were elevated 
on concrete bases and the whole site was 
operated by four men. Output was 150 
cu. yd. of 16:1 concrete per day. 

The site of these works is almost exactly 
halfway between the ballast-producing 
areas of the Sussex beaches and the Thames 
Valley gravel pits. Supply of materials 
was on a yearly tender basis and the supply 
normally went to the lowest tenderer. This 
resulted in yearly alternating supplies of 
marine and Thames ballast; lin. all-in 
aggregate as dug was specified and varia- 
tions in consistency usually amounted to 
too little or too much sand. Of the two 
ballasts the marine was the more incon- 
sistent, and it was necessary to have sand 
available to correct deficiencies. Marine 
ballast is taken up from the sea bed by 
suction dredger and the gathering ground 
in this instance was off the Isle of Wight. 
Variation of consistency depended largely 
upon the weather, where the _ vessel 
anchored to draw up the ballast, and 
whether the bed had been scoured by 
storms. During periods of sustained bad 
weather at sea supplies were inclined to 
run out. 

Thames ballast was more reliable 
although from time to time inclined to 
become dirty, calling for rigid inspecti¢n 
of loads before tipping. 

Blue Circle Portland cement was used 
during normal weather, although during 
the height of the winter rapid hardening 
was substituted. No additives were 
embodied in the mixes. 

In order to carry the Horsham Road 
over the Handcross By-pass it was neces- 
sary to construct a bridge. Pre-war plan- 
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ning had called for a roundabout for this 
intersection and land acquired accordingly; 
but for various reasons this intention was 
ruled out and a post-war decision made 
to build a bridge. The Horsham Road 
forms a medium radius bend here. The 
two requirements to be fulfilled were 
adequate statutory headroom over the by- 
pass, and a span sufficiently wide to give 
a satisfactory width of roadway under the 
bridge on the by-pass. 


Horsham Road Bridge 


It was decided that the bridge should be 
of 112ft. 4in. square span and 122ft. skew 
span, and that it should be of reinforced 
concrete construction. 

The bridge design was carried out 
departmentally by the County Surveyor’s 
staff at County Hall, and the whole scheme 
was prepared by one senior engineer, 
assisted by an engineering learner, in a 
week, 

The design basically consists of a 3ft. 6in. 
deep slab supported upon a 2lin. thick 
central pier. The soffit is flush, and the 
upper deck surface superelevated to fit 
the upper road profile. The deck slab is 
of cellular construction in that cylindrical 
cavities are introduced into the structure 
to reduce dead load. The central pier 
is hinged top and bottom, and east end 
of the deck slab is anchored, whilst the 
west end is supported on rollers. Abut- 
ments are of mass concrete with the return 
ends clad in 2in. hand-made Sussex 
Heather facing bricks. Fascia beam and 
central pier are concrete finish, and parapet 
railings are provided. 

The site of the bridge is on the line 
of the existing Horsham Road, and so 
that the new bridge could be constructed, 
a diversion road had to be made with in- 
cidental diversion of all existing water 
and gas mains, G.P.O. and electricity 
cables. All this preliminary work was 
carried out by the county council and 
public utility undertakers. 

Tenders were invited for the bridge and 
the contract was placed with Campbell! 
and McGill, Ltd., of Winchester. 

The by-pass had been constructed up to 
convenient distances either side of the 
bridge site. Between the rwo ends of the 
by-pass carriageways was a solid mass of 
rock sub-soil about 25ft. high and about 
200ft. wide forming the new bridge site, 
supporting the old Horsham Road, ana 
carrying the diversion road. 

The contractors had two courses open 
to them: they could either take out the 
whole of the excavation and build up 
centring to support the deck slab from 
the by-pass carriageway level, or sink 
excavations to accommodate the central 
pier and abutments and use the remaining 
intervening land to support the deck 
centring. They chose the latter course 
although three wide trenches were driven 
from the southern face sufficiently wide 
to allow access of an R.B.10 excavator with 
face-shovel rig to excavate at low level 
for the central pier and abutments. This 
machine was supplemented by a slightly 
larger dragline working from the upper 
level. This machine was later used as 
a crane. The excavation, being in very 
hard rocky ground, was carried out with 
considerable difficulty and damage to 
machines. When the foundations were 
excavated to final level it was found that 
there was a stratum of shaley blue clay 
immediately below the rock formation and 
adjustments were made to planned levels 
so that pier and abutments were all 
founded upon the same material, so that 
in the event of settlement taking place 
there would be every chance that it would 
be evenly distributed throughout the whole 
structure of the bridge. 

The abutments and central pier were 
raised simultaneously, and after concreting 
oversite to obtain a true surface, the form- 
work for the decking was placed in position 
and the placing of deck reinforcement 
commenced. Bar-bending and reinforce- 
ment erection were by sub-contract let iby 
the main contractor. Before concreting 
of the deck was commenced it was dis-

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covered that there would be practical 
difficulties arising from the intention to 
form the cylindrical cavities. The formers 
for these cavities were to be hardboard 
cylinders which were to be left in the 
structure, since there was no _ tangible 
method of recovery as they would be com- 
pletely surrounded by concrete. It was 
found that they would act in the same 
manner as Salvaging pontoons and lift 
the reinforcement during concreting. To 
weight them down meant imposing 23- 
times the design load on the centring 
already in position. A compromise was 
reached so that an initial layer of concrete 
was placed to anchor the lower steel, after 
which the remaining depth of concrete 
was brought up to finish the level. This 
initial concreting included bringing up 
the concrete to the full depth of the fascia 
beam to avoid showing a construction 
joint on the elevation of the bridge. 
Difficulty was encountered here in that 
it was found that vibration had to be 
very carefully carried out to ensure that 
concrete was completely under, but did 
not distort, the formers for the service 
ducts which were oval in shape, and ran 
under the footways, All these difficulties 
were overcome and the bridge structure 
was completed in about eight months. 
The contractor was required to produce 
two classes of concrete for the bridge— 
class B and class Dl1—based upon crushing 
strengths of 3,300 and 2,400 respectively 
at 28 days. He produced this concrete by 
weighbatching and his mixer set-up con- 
sisted of a two-level site where he was 
able to tip aggregate from high eve} 
direct into bins, beneath which a hopper 
mounted on a pullway drew required 
quantities from the bins and conveyed the 
constituents direct to the loading hopper 
and mixer. Conveyance to the placing 
site was by Monorail equipment. All the 
contractor’s plant, with the exception of 
his excavators and Monorail, was elec- 
trically operated. 


The excavation under the bridge spans 
was carried out by the county council and 
presented a very difficult problem since 
it was extremely hard digging, there was 
restricted headroom, there was a super- 
imposed load compacting the material, and 
pressure was being brought to complete 
the lower carriageway with all speed. 
Plant specialists from plant hire firms were 
consulted but their suggestions did not 
solve the difficulty. Eventually the 
material was removed by a R.B.22 with an 
extremely efficient operator. He used 
skimmer-rig since there was insufficient 
headroom to allow a face shovel to operate, 
and even so, it was necessary to excavate 
below required road formation level in 
order that the machine could work with- 
out damaging the bridge soffit. The con- 
crete which had been placed oversite to 
support the deck centring was unpleasant 
to deal with since it held up to the soffit 
and descended in large lumps at un- 
expected moments, at time damaging the 
excavating machine. 


The bridge was designed to permit an 
expected deflection of lin. at the centre 
of each span due to dead weight. It was 
anticipated that this settling down would 
take up to three months. Difficulty was 
experienced in fitting the parapet railings 
which had been prefabricated to a high 
degree of precision to fit the final profile 
of the bridge after deflection. They were 
of necessity erected before this deflection 
was complete, and although they were 
eventually satisfactorily erected, it was felt 
that had a little more .toleramte been 
allowed for their fitting this operation 
would have been much easier. 


Costs 


Typical costs of operations by direct 
labour works were as follows: Bulk 
excavation in rock soil—5s. 8d. cu. yd.; 
4in. dry stone base (hoggin)—3s. 9d. sq. 
yd.; 4in. rolled lean concrete sub-base 
(used as alternative to hoggin during times 
when inclement weather was expected)— 
4s. 6d. sq. yd.; 8in. lean concrete founda- 
tions—]4s, 04d. sq. yd.; 12in, lean con- 
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crete foundations—2ls. 8d. sq. yd.; 18in. 
by 44in. grano marginal strip—l4s. 114d. 
lin. yd.; footways complete—1l2s. 6d. sq. 
yd. Total estimated cost of whole work— 
£648,000. Contract bridge works—£27,000. 


Discussion 


In the discussion following the Paper 
Lieut.-Col, M. C. Leney, county surveyor, 
East Sussex, said the county authorities in 
Sussex were very concerned to ensure that 
during the work of construction they were 
not caught out by the very poor ground in 
some places. The excavation work was done 
in the dry weather and the carriageway con- 
struction in winter. The county had many 
miles of roads and very limited staff and 
plant, but by paying due attention to the 
use of local materials and the organising of 
the job they had effected a handsome saving 
of £50,000 for the Ministry; he hoped the 
Ministry would allow them to use that 
saving to put in the hard shoulders. 


Mr. H. M. Lewis said he was very sur- 
prised by the reference in the Paper to the 
apparent deterioration in the standard of 
finish obtained with bituminous surfacing 
by the Barber-Greene type of surfacing 
machine since the war. His own past and 
current experience of this type of work by 
mechanical surfacing did not indicate that 
there had been deterioration. He would 
have thought there would have been a 
steady improvement in surface finishes, 
and he wondered whether there was any- 
thing in particular to account for deteriora- 
tion on this contract. 


Mr. Williams replied that after initial 
trouble with the final profile on a section 
of carriageway it was found necessary to 
tighten up control to extreme limits. There 
was an engineer on duty at the machine 
whenever it was working. He had a level 
and a thermometer and he took the tem- 
peratures of each load at the front, middle 
and back of the lorry. Levels were set 
out in places as frequently as 12ft., but 
the job was still unsatisfactory. One should 
be able to produce nowadays a perfect 
surface on any ground, with the adjust- 
ments provided on the Barber-Greene sur- 
facer. Maybe in this case the contract 
system was wrong, in that the contract was 
based on tonnage laid, for that might en- 
courage the men to put in too much 
underneath in some places, which would 
cause a lot of “spring.” 

He just could not understand it, for there 
was rigid control. It was assumed that any 
irregularity in the base coat could be recti- 
fied in the final cold asphalt carpet. They 
had produced as good a running surface as 
they could get, but it was not so good as 
they would have liked. There was an argu- 
ment that if the material were too hot it 
would run, and if it were too cold it would 
ball up and would not spread. In a small 
car with a short wheelbase the passengers 
would experience an occassional “nod”; 
but the trouble occurred when motorists 
travelled at three-figure speeds. 

Mr. J. M. Fisher commented that the 
various machines brought somewhat similar 
results on the finishing asphalt, although 
the profiles had been vastly different as 
between various places. He felt that some 
investigation would have to be made by 
the Road Research Laboratory or other 
body to find out the relationship between 
the concrete at the base and the profile of 
the finished surface. 

It had been stated by Mr. Williams that he 
did not think membrane curing was all that 
good; and whilst he agreed to a certain 
extent, he asked what was the alternative. 
One was to use hessian and to keep it 
wet; but that was expensive if one used an 
old-fashioned water cart. 

He was impressed by the control of the 
production of the concrete. 

Mr. Williams said he was still not con- 
vinced that the curing membranes pro- 
vided the answer to the problem; he 
thought it was best to get the water on as 
soon as one could, but he would want a 
lot of convincing that the curing membrane 
was as efficient as it was said to be. The 
alternative was a piped supply of water. 
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Mr. D. R. Sharp, felt that the membrane 
curing was not as good as the older method, 
though in this case it was probably good 
enough because 4in. or 5in, of black stuff 
was used. 

The lean concrete referred to was not 
lean concrete in the accepted sense of the 
term. It would appear that the richer the 
mix, the wider would be the cracks. Why 
not use weak concrete, which would give 
smaller cracks very close together? 

As to the accuracy of the finished sur- 
face, he Suggested that from the com- 
paction point of view rolling would have 
been better than screeding and vibration 
and he was sure it would have been cheaper. 
He asked if Mr. Williams would agree to 
use rolling for the full length of the con- 
crete rather than screeding or vibration. 

Mr. Williams was rather surprised that 
Mr. Sharp was satisfied with a rolled sur- 
face. He was not convinced about it. 


Mr. W. F. Adams asked how far Mr. 
Williams was satisfied that the unsatis- 
factory surface referred to was not due to 
putting down as many as five layers of cold 
materials. 

Mr. Williams said they had raised com- 
plaints before putting the cold asphalt 
down. 

As to the method of laying, the con- 
tractor had elected to lay the 14in. material 
in three coats because he said he would 
get a better finish in that way. But he did 
not lay down any hard and fast rules about 
how the work should be done. 

Mr. J. M. Fisher, taking up Mr. Williams’ 
point about the profiles of roads being 
rather wavy, said he had to deal with a 
road which was very wavy and the reason 
for the waviness was that it was flanked 
by rows of trees. He would be doubtful 
about leaving trees in close proximity to 
roads, for they took a lot of water from 
the soil and, if it were clayey, it might 
cause some settlement, There was evidence 
of it on some roads. 


Dealing with the point in the Paper that, 
where there was a cross-fall across a road, 
the concrete proceeded iby placing the 
lower side of the base first, he thought that 
was wrong because water would pond 
against the concrete, which was more 
Serious than having water running across 
the concrete. 


Mr. Williams replied that the varying 
thicknesses of coat were on the old car- 
Tiageways; he did not think the undula- 
tions were really attributable to moisture 
movement in the subsoil due to trees. 

They had not experienced trouble due tc 
water ponding against the concrete raft. It 
should be borne in mind that there was al- 
ways a longitudinal fall to take water way. 
There were certainly occasions where the 
rain came down and they lost the surface.

FIRM-PRICE TENDERING 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—I was very interested to read the 
article on firm-price tendering which 
appeared in your issue of March 24, 1960, 
and upon which I would like to proffer 
some comments. 


Your inquiry is of course limited to 
architects in public service and it would 
indeed be interesting to have comparable 
comments from architects in private prac- 
tice. Generally, the comments indicate 
a wide appreciation of the importance to 
builders of having full documentation 
available before work commences. I hope 
that builders throughout the country will 
read these comments and note particularly 
the criticisms of builders and _ their 
methods. The N.F.B.T.E., aided by its 
Regional Federations, has for many years 
past made considerable efforts to improve 
management techniques within the 
industry through the Building Advisory 
Service and by the running of many courses 
and conferences calculated to assist 
builders to be more efficient within their 
own organisations, in the co-ordination of 
the work of specialist sub-contractors and 
in co-operation with those responsible for 
the design process. 


I would make the plea also to all archi- 
tects to understand the point of view of 
the builder who hesitates to criticise an 
architect where full documentation, though 
promised, proves not to be available for 
there have been many cases where such 
or similar complaints have caused the 
architect to eliminate the particular builder 
from tender lists for future work. My 
opinion is that the memorandum issued by 
the N.F.B.T.E. in 1957 might well have 
laid emphasis on full documentation being 
available prior to commencement of work 
for it is at that stage, rather than at the 
tender stage, that the importance of full 
preparation is paramount. 


In answer to one remark which infers 
that building costs are inordinately high, 
I would say that for at least 18 months 
tendering has been absurdly keen and that 
prices will have to be substantially higher 
if the industry is to maintain efficiency 
and provide by sound training, which costs 
money, general improvement in the quality 
of management as well as in craft ability 
for the building industry of the future. 


It is difficult to take seriously those com- 
ments which suppose that builders gener- 
ally are looking for each and every 


THE TREATMENT AND 
DISPOSAL OF SEWAGE SLUDGE 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—I was extremely interested to read 
your recent report of Mr. W. Fillingham 
Brown’s Paper on “The Treatment and 
Disposal of Sewage Sludge.” The article 
is sure to be of the greatest value to the 
many local authorities and the consulting 
engineers who are concerned with pro- 
blems of reconstructing sewage works. 
I do feel, however, that his comments on 
the use of machines for this purpose are 
open to criticism. 


In the section on Natural Drying, Mr. 
Fillingham Brown states that “the normal 
method of stripping ordinary drying beds 
is by hand labour, though successful trials 
have been made of several mechanical 
strippers.” He goes on to say that “such 
machines have no other uses, however, 
and in consequence cannot be considered 
economic except on very large installa- 
tions.” 


This sweeping generalisation is, in fact, 
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opportunity to take legal action. Builders 
generally have an inherent disinclination to 
take such action. At the present time many 
people are concerned that the substantial 
increase in projects now at drawing board 
stage will result in widespread over-trading 
in staff by the professions which will be 
followed by the launching of work pre- 
maturely without even adequate, let alone 
full, documentation. I support your writer 
who recommends builders to qualify their 
tenders by declining to give firm prices in 
such cases, Furthermore, I would recom- 
mend them all at tender stage to take 
the trouble to find out from the architect 
the condition of the design process and 
to qualify their tenders appropriately or 
price them at sufficiently high level to 
cover the cost of the frustrations they 
will inevitably sustain where the docu- 
mentation is inadequately prepared, 


The equation should be a firm price for 
a firm design fully documented,

NO DEFINITE INDICATION OF 
FULL DOCUMENTATION 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir.—The architects’ views recently 
expressed in connection with firm-price 
tendering only further confirm, in ‘the 
main, how the members of this key pro- 
fession of the industry are still far from 
having “their feet on the ground” and any 
objective course of their own in view. 


Let us first of all stop using that 
erroneous expression “pre-planned”, There 
is no such thing. Either a project is 
planned or it is not. 

In spite of two years having elapsed, 
there is no definite indication of serious 
effort being made by architects in private 
practice fully to document projects prior 
to even commencement date, although a 
number of architects attached to local 
authorities have gone a long way. 

Reference by the architects to quantity 
surveyors is notable by its absence, and 
it does not seem yet to have occurred to 
the architectural profession that proper 
details and instructions at the quantity 
stage is the correct course and the com- 
plete answer to the problem. 


by no means accurate today. For instance, 
we manufacture equipment for this pur- 
pose of stripping drying beds and this 
equipment, an “overloader” with large 
aluminium alloy sludge bucket, is fitted 
on to a standard agricultural tractor. 
Tines protruding from the cutting edge 
of the bucket separate the dried sludge 
from the bed ash and the sludge is over- 
loaded into a towed 34-ton trailer for 
quick and easy transport to the disposal 
point. The tractor has all the advantages 
of a standard machine and the overloader 
can be used for conventional forward load- 
ing. The sludge bucket can be easily 
replaced by a variety of attachments such 
as digging buckets for excavation work 
and a dozer blade for grading work. In 
short, the complete unit is regarded as 
a universal tool capable of many of the 
diverse duties which have to be carried 
out by any municipal authority. 

The unit is not only far more economic, 
but infinitely more efficient than hand 
labour. The job can be done quicker by 
only one man and in all weathers. 

In conclusion, it is a common fallacy 
that mechanical methods of handling 
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Shortage of staff is no excuse; this is 
general to all sides and the builders should 
not be expected to make up for this 
deficiency in the architects’ organisations 
as well as their own if firm priced tenders 
are sought on a widespread basis. 

Increasing specialisation is undoubtedly 
widening the gap between design and pro- 
duction, which have been divorced since 
the inception of the architectural pro- 
fession, and there will be only one outcome 
to the present situation if the architects 
fail to realise that this is their problem— 
the designers—rather than that of the 
producers. 

No doubt the fact that specifications 
have, generally speaking, been dispensed 
with has aggravated the whole position, 
in that the architect is no longer analysing 
his plans in this way and thus realising 
their deficiencies. Annotated Bills would 
undoubted help to restore the position. 

As indecision on the part of the building 
owner is often the excuse of the architects, 
then why not more support for the per- 
centage addition on variations? It is 
obvious at the moment why this is not 
supported by the professions. 

In spite of what may or may not be 
said about planned projects and the pro- 
fessions, let it be understood that the 
builders have a long way to go before 
their efficiency is such as to enable them 
to properly handle a continuous flow of 
planned and highly geared schemes. 

Some views are expressed that, under 
a variable price contract, there is a 
tendency for contractors to show little 
concern for completion dates. How wrong 
this view is. There are many, and far 
more, important benetits to be derived 
from early completion than that of beating 
a marginal market rise. 

It is as well too to correct the view that 
the operation of the variable Price Clause 
reimburses the contractors for delay, which 
of course is not so. 

It is doubtful whether there are any 
true indications of the effect of fixed-price 
tendering on cost over the past two years. 
The repercussions of the “credit squeeze” 
have been far too drastic for such a 
minor percentage movement as may have 
been expected from fixed-price tendering 
to be revealed. 

Let us see—pre-quantity planned pro- 
jects, annotated Bills, percentage additions 
to variations, and a greater degree of trust 
between the architects and the builders 
than exists at present.

ANIMAL FEED MILL 


IS IN 


PRODUCTION 


Piling a Major Problem 


N animal feed mill which has been 
erected at Knockmore, near 
Lisburn, for J. Bibby and Sons, Ltd., 
marks the latest stage in the company’s 
plans to extend their activities in 
Northern Ireland. 

The mill, which has cost about £lm., is 
part of a grid of regional mills through- 
out the United Kingdom and, in serving 
Ulster farmers, will obviate the shipping of 
animal feed from Liverpool. 

An area of 44 acres is covered by the 
mill and its surrounding buildings, and the 
remainder of the nine-acre site has been 
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Another exterior view of the mill 


used for an administration block, canteens, 
kitchen, indoor recreational rooms, and 
playing fields. 

The tallest structure on the site is the 
proportioning bins building, which stands 
95ft, high and houses 32 silos, each 50ft. 
high and 7ft. square. For the first time 
in a Bibby factory, these silos have been 
constructed of reinforced concrete, being 
less expensive to build in this way than the 
usual metal types, and requiring no paint- 
ing or other maintenance. 

About 1,500 cu. yd. of concrete were 
used in the construction of the propor- 
tioning bins building, which is estimated to

weigh 2,000 tons. Because of this weight, 
106 piles had to be bored to provide the 
necessary support, and each pile had to 
be driven 42ft. below the ground until it 
rested on rock. Piling conditions were much 
worse than had been anticipated, due to the 
presence of hard boulders, and each pile 
took approximately one week to bore. 

Two concrete rafts were constructed on 
top of the piles and the ground floor was 
built on top of these. The ground and 
first floors house sensitive proportioning 
instruments, and the silos have been built 
between the first floor ceiling and the top 
floor. 

The intricate shape of the silo mouths 
meant that special wooden shuttering had 
to be obtained. The contractors also used 
special techniques to provide a smooth 
finish to the silo interiors to prevent mate- 
rial lodging on the sides and fermenting. 

The administration block will include 
offices and a canteen. Shower baths and 
individual lockers for plant operators have 
also been installed. 


A single-storey services building in- 
cludes a laboratory where the quality of 
both the incoming materials and the 
finished products will be checked. Other 
departments in this building include engi- 
neering stores which will house over a 
thousand different components; engineering 
workshops for plant maintenance; and a 
sack cleaning unit, 

At a late stage in planning a special 
treatment building was added to the mill 
to cater for the special requirements of 
Northern Ireland farmers, and although the 
rest of the mill is in production, this steel- 
framed structure is not quite completed. 

Although the mill provides a distinctive 
landmark, because of its size, buildings 
have been integrated into the landscape by 
the use of local contours and the retention 
of screening trees. 

Lorries bring raw material, consisting of 
grain and protein cakes, into the factory,

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WORK STARTS ON £1.36M. SHEFFIELD 
HOUSING ESTATE DEVELOPMENT 


15- and 13-storey Blocks 


"wo blocks of 15 storeys and two 
of 13 storeys are to be built on 
the crest of a hill one mile from the 
centre of Sheffield as part of the City 
Council’s Woodside development. 

The scheme will house 498 families at a 
cost of £1.36m., and will also include 
houses, flats and maisonnettes in two-, 
four-, and five-storey blocks. The con- 
tractors for the project, which has been 
designed in the city architect’s department 
(J. L. Womersley, F.R.I.B.A., city archi- 
tect), are George Wimpey and Co., Ltd. 
Work began on April 1. 

The space around the multi-storey flats 
and the Pye Bank shopping centre will be 
protected by a glazed structure linking the 
buildings. A promenade with views over 
the city and surrounding moors will thus 
be provided. Other modern features for 
the tenants’ convenience include a com- 
munal laundry for the tenants of the multi- 
storey flats, wireless and television points 
in every home, and private stores under 
cover for those in flats and maisonnettes. 
There are also to be large car parking bays 
and there is provision for a number of gar- 
— 64 of which will be constructed initi- 
ally. 

Although 150 people per acre are to be 
accommodated on the site, only a third of 
the space is to be occupied by buildings. 
The rest will be attractively landscaped 
with flowering trees and sloping lawns sur- 
rounding the terraces and buildings. A 
variety of paving will be used for the public 
spaces and additional colour and texture 
will be obtained by facing buildings with 
brick, stone and other materials. 


The Construction Programme 


Wimpey’s heavy mechanical plant is now 
being used to regrade 110,000 cu. yd. of 
material on the 10.3 acre site allotted for 
the first stage of the scheme. They have 
undertaken to complete the 498 homes

where their loads are checked on a weigh- 
bridge able to take loads of up to 30 tons. 
They then discharge into a hopper, and 
the raw material is passed through a series 
of conveyors, elevators, magnets and other 


together with all subsidiary work within 
24 months. To do so they have divided 
the area into four zones of operations and 
will use their “No Fines” concrete method 
of construction. 

In all some £1m. of plant and equipment 
will be used and the labour force during 
the peak period of construction is likely 
to exceed 700. To meet the time schedule, 
the site will be floodlit if necessary so tha‘ 
work can go on all night. 

Construction is geared to the major task 
of erecting the two 15-sorey blocks which 
are to be 133ft. high. Each of these blocks, 
which are to have underfloor heating unde: 
the individual tenant’s control using cheap 
“off-peak” electricity, will have 56 two- 
bedroom flats. The two neighbouring 13- 
storey blocks with each contain 48 one- 
bedroom flats. 

Owing to the steepness of the site it 
will be necessary to build more than two 
miles of reinforced concrete retaining wall. 
This steep slope has also led to the develop- 
ment of a special type of “Hillside House." 

There will be 53 of these large three. 
bedroomed, six-person, houses which are 
unusual in that they are built into the hill- 
side. The living rooms are upstairs and the 
bedrooms down. They are sited in long 
terraces and will have attractive curved 
roofs to provide contrast with the flat roofs 
of the maisonnettes and high flats. 

Twenty-three larger houses for seven 
people will be built on flat sites. Thev will 
have four upstairs bedrooms and two W.C.s. 

In both types of house, heating will be 
by warm air supplied to the rooms throngh 
ducts fed from a gas appliance controlled 
by the individual tenant. 

_ Apart from the 76 houses. accommoda- 
tion to be provided in this first phase of 
redevelopment at Woodside is divided into 
25 bed-sitting room flats, 108 one-bedroom 
flats, 112 two-bedroom flats, 94 two-bed- 
room maisonnettes, and 82 three-bedroom 
maisonnettes. 


screening equipment to get rid of dust and 
other impurities. 

After this the grain is stored in the silos 
and drawn off as required.

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MODULAR CO-ORDINATION 
IN BUILDING 


N view of the widespread interest in 
modular co-ordination, the British 
Standards Institution has issued the follow- 
ing note on the work of Technical Com- 
mittee B/94—Modular Co-ordination in 
Building. z 

Technical committee B/94 is widely rep- 
resentative of all sides of the building in- 
dustry and has two main tasks; to prepare 
a British Standard for modular co- 
ordination and to represent the United 
Kingdom point of view within the Inter- 
national Organisation for Standardisation. 

The British Standard, known as B.S. 2900 

—Modular co-ordination in building, is 
being prepared in several parts. Part I, 
“Glossary,” has already been published. In 
April 1959 the committee completed a 
draft for Part II, called “The module and 
the range of modular sizes for building 
components,” and circulated it for com- 
ment. The main proposals in this draft 
were that the size of the module should be 
4in. and that the range of modular sizes 
should be whole multiples of the module. 
From the comments received it is clear 
that the industry is at present undecided in 
its views as to the dimensional basis which 
should be adopted for the co-ordination of 
building components in this country. Until 
agreement on this vital question is reached, 
it is not possible, under B.S.I. procedure, 
for Part II of the standard to be published. 

The technical committee are unanimous 
in wishing to see some method of co- 
ordinating the dimensions of building com- 
ponents introduced in the United Kingdom. 
They have instructed one of their sub- 
committees to analyse the problems in- 
volved and to try to find a basis on which 
agreement is likely to be reached. They 
realise this will take some time to accom- 
plish and they hope that, meanwhile, 
research, experiment and discussion will 
continue and that all the organisations and 
individuals concerned will direct their best 
efforts towards reaching agreement. 

Two other sub-committees are continu- 
ing with their work: one is preparing a draft 
of an international standard on termin- 
ology; the other is studying tolerances and 
fits, an important subject which will later 
form a further part of B.S. 2900, 


An unusual feature of this weighing 
process is that it is now possible to intro- 
duce minerals or antibiotics at a rate as 
low as only two ounces per ton, 

This exceptionally high degree of 
accuracy is the result of a system combin- 
ing electronic and pneumatic mechanisms 
automatically operating a series of preset 
weighing machines, which has _ been 
developed by the company engineers of 
J. Bibby and Sons. Thirty-two automatic 
feeder-weighers feed the different ingre- 
dients into one mixing conveyor and the 
whole process is controlled from an elec- 
tronic panel. 


After mixing, the materials are ground 
to the required fineness and passed to 
various machines to be made into cubes, 
pellets, crumbles or meal. 


Initial output will be 1,600 tons a week, 
achieved by June, 1960. The full output 
will be 2,500 tons a week. Storage capacity 
for bulk supplies and materials is 3,500 
tons and sack storage is available for 50¢ 
tons.

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CONSTRUCTION OF STAMFORD BY-PASS 


[HE Ministry of Transport’s Stamford 

; project, involving the construc- 
tion of 44 miles of 24ft. dual carriage- 
way to by-pass Stamford and a 
further four miles of dual carriage- 
way conversion southwards from the 
end of the by-pass to Wansford, is one 
of the many schemes being carried out 
to improve the A.1 between London 
and Newcastle. 

The project which 
was started in June, 
1959, and is due for 
completion by the 
end of 1960, is being 
carried out by A. 
Monk and Co., Ltd., 
and falls into two 
sections. 

The road improve- 
ment section requires 
the duplication of 
four miles of the 
existing single track 
and also its realign- 
ment and regrading 
over one lengthy sec- 
tion. The work in- 
volves 117,000 cu. yd. 
of excavation, accom- 
modation works, 
drainage, hard 
shoulders, footways, 
and carriageways. In 
addition, the main 
G.P.O. transatlantic 
services cables pass 
along the line of the 
route and are being 
realigned. 

The new dual car- 
riageway, or by-pass 
section, of some 4} 
miles length which 
forms a western by- 
pass to Stamford, in- 
volves some 840.000 
cu. yd. of excava- 
tion, the realignment 
of several roads 
crossed by the route, the construction of 
three two-level intersections with link 
roads and two roundabouts—one at each 
end of the by-pass. A major feature is 
the number of bridges required in this 
section, there being nine reinforced con- 
crete bridges, two flood arches, and three 
undercreeps in addition to a few minor 
culverts. 


Carriageways 


The carriageways in both sections of 
the scheme are formed of a 10in. thick 
granular sub-base laid in two layers of 
4in. and 6in. and 8in. lean mix concrete 
base, a 24in. thick base course of hot rolled 
gravel asphalt and a l}in. thick wearing 
surface of granite asphalt. The asphalt 
courses are being laid by Wirksworth 
Quarries, using a Blaw Knox PF90 paver. 


The thickness of the granular sub-base 
is increased to 14in. where weak sub- 
grades occur. Flush marker kerbs with 
indented top of 12in. width are employed, 
with some raised kerbing at certain points. 
The verge is 12ft. 6in. wide, the hard 
shoulder being 8ft. wide and of a minimum 
thickness of Yin. It is composed of 44in. 
of gravel sub-base topped by 4tin. of 
compacted stone, sand and loamy topsoil 
mixture. 


The line of the new road passes over 
beds of Lincolnshire limestone, an oolitic 
limestone of variable composition and 
texture in the inferior oolite series of the 
Jurassic system. In the by-pass section 
farther north the country rock is North- 
ampton sand, this being a series of highly 
ferruginous sandstones in which occur an 
ironstone bed of some 1O0ft. thickness. 
Interposed between the limestone and the

sandstone is a series of sands, silts and 
clays, known as the Lower Esturine series, 
varying from 15ft. to 25ft. in thickness, 
which give rise to a considerable volume 
of mud during wet periods. Below the 


Northampton Sand Ironstone is the upper 
Lias, which occurs here as a blue clay 
over 200ft. thick and which outcrops on 
one or two sections of the project. 


Thus whilst much of the major excava-

tion in the by-pass section, which is being 
carried out as a sub-contract by Shellabear 
Price, Ltd., can be effected by Cater- 
pillar DW21 rubber’ tyred scrapers, 
certain sections require to be excavated 
and removed by 30RB excavators loading 
to 9 cu. yd. Foden dump trucks. 


er 
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On the road improvement section, 
excavation is by 2 19RB down to forma- 
tion level with 5-ton Bedford and 10-ton 
Leyland “Hippos” employed for transport- 
ing the spoil to embankment sections on 
long hauls. Slopes are battered with an 
NCK 205 dragline and in the embankment 
sections the spoil is spread by Fowler 
Challenger Mark III bulldozers in 12in. 
layers, and compacted by “wobbly wheel” 
rollers. 

Minor excavations, such as the excava- 
tion of the trenches for the new line of 
the G.P.O, cable ducts, are carried out with 
Consolidated Pneumatic type 32 rock drills 
and type 117 paving breakers, with air 
derived from a C.P. type 125-RO-2 oil- 
flooded rotary “Power Vane” compressor. 


Bridges 


Some five different types of bridges are 
encountered on the by-pass section. The 
Warren Road Bridge utilises a portal frame 
with a deck of beam and slab cellular 
construction. The crossings over the 
Gwash and Welland rivers are fixed arch, 
three-span bridges which are faced with 
clipsham freestone. The railway bridge 
is a simply supported structure of beam 
and slab construction. The remainder are 
of beam and slab cellular construction, 
with continuous spans over supports. The 
abutments used with these vary from the 
counterfort retaining wall type to simple 
bench seats. The three cattle undercreeps 
are simple reinforced concrete box 
culverts.

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DEMOLITION CONTRACTORS DRAW UP OWN 
FORM OF CONTRACT 


HE annual luncheon of the National 
Federation of Demolition Con- 
tractors was held in London last week 
under the chairmanship of the presi- 
dent, Mr. M. N. Penfold. 

Proposing the toast of “H.M. Minister 
of Works,” the chairman of the Midland 
Region and Wales, Councillor Peter Scott, 
said that the growing responsibility now 
undertaken by the Ministry, for the co- 
ordination of the building and civil engi- 
neering industries, afforded the Minister 
and his officers an excellent opportunity 
of welding together all the many diverse 
trades and professions which carried out 
their functions under these headings. 

The task was made more simple, how- 
ever, by the existence of Federations and 
Institutes whose sole aims were to ensure 
that only the highest standards of work 
and the employment of proved methods 
were undertaken by their members, The 
National Federation of Demolition Con- 
tractors was no exception. 

“It is somewhat astonishing, therefore, 
that there is still ample evidence of demo- 
lition being undertaken by reputable firms 
of building and civil engineering con- 
tractors, who are employing labour and 
management whose skill and experience 
is of their own trade and not necessarily 
that of demolition,” stated Councillor 
Scott. “I feel that the Ministry, architects, 
surveyors and others in positions of 
influence in this respect are not entirely 
blameless, as many such practices are 
carried out with their full knowledge, 
inasmuch as seldom does demolition form 
a separate part of the whole contract. 

“We have been conscious of the diffi- 
culties of works under a form of contract 
which was never designed for this indus- 
try; therefore, we have drawn up a form 
of contract, now submitted to counsel for 
verification, which will give the industry, 
and to those who use our services, a sound 
basis for carrying out the obligations of 
both parties with mutual safeguards.” 

Councillor Scott also said that it was 
most encouraging to find that more and 
more local authorities and other organisa- 
tions were requiring works of demolition 
to be carried out by members of the 
Federation, or at least requiring such work 
to be carried out under the terms of their 
Working Rule Agreement. In addition. 
there was a growing use being made of 
their Daywork Charges, but there were 
still too many signs that shoddy workman- 
ship was being executed. It was only 
necessary to read the contract figures to 
know that good workmanship could not 
be expected at ridiculously low prices. 

In conclusion he referred to a difficulty 


being experienced by members concerning 
Town and Country Planning. There had 
been a number of instances where it had 
been impossible to obtain planning per- 
mission for contractors’ yards in urban 
areas, even when the area was zoned for 
industrial uses. 

“In times of war, we as a nation take 
every precaution to salvage every item 
that can be re-used and put to good 
account,” he said. “In times of prosperity 
and peace we tend to allow ourselves the 
luxury of using new materials at any cost, 
most of which we have to import. 

“Demolition contractors are required to 
clear their sites of all materials, however, 
and for reasons of economy it is necessary 
to have suitable yards in urban areas. By 
so doing, the industry is providing the 
nation with stocks of materials for re-use 
and helping the country in no small way 
economically. I suggest that we should be 
encouraged in this respect.” 

Replying to the toast, Mr. A. J. Filer, 
general manager, Directorate of Works, 
Ministry of Works, spoke of the progress 
made by the Federation since its formation 
during the difficult war years. He assured 
members that demolition contractors were 
employed in 80 per cent. of the Ministry’s 
schemes where demolition work was in- 
volved. On the “tremendous problem of 
accidents,” he expressed the hope that 
greater use would be made of the rules and 
regulations. 

Another speaker was Mr. David Watson, 
president of the Institution of Municipal 
Engineers, who referred to the great 
changes in the political, economic, social 
and technological life of the country during 
recent years. New techniques were con- 
stantly being used, and he spoke of the 
increasing part demolition contractors 
would play in the development of the 
country’s highway system. 

Guests at the luncheon were welcomed 
by Mr. H. W. Norris, vice-president of 
the Federation.

14-STOREY MORDEN DEVELOPMENT WILL COST £1M. 


MULTI-STOREY block, incor- 

porating offices, shops, a depart- 
mental store and a public house, is 
to be built on the site of the Crown 
public house, opposite Morden under- 
ground station, Surrey, at a cost of 
more than £1m. 

The overall gross area of the buildings 
will amount to about 210,000 sq. ft.. 
accommodating approximately 120,000 
sq. ft. net lettable office area, a depart- 
ment store, 17 shops, a public house 
including its tenants’ and staff quarters, 
a caretaker’s flat and one spare flat. The 
site is planned to give parking accommo- 
dation for about 140 cars. 

The main block of offices, 14 storeys 
high, is planned on a gentle curve facing 
the underground station.

Except for the main entrance, 
the ground floor of this block is kept clear 
for car circulation and parking. The bulk

The main structure consists of reinforced 
concrete columns, beams and floors. The 
front and back elevations of the main 
office block consist of metal windows and 
precast mullions and aprons. The diagonal 
pattern of these elevations is obtained 
by staggering light and dark coloured apron 
panels from floor to floor.

CROSS-CHANNEL LINKS

IS PART OF 


MULTI-STOREY OFFICE 


BLOCK 


A NEW church opened last week at 
North Lambeth, on the site of 
the old war-damaged Christ Church, 
has been incorporated into the design 
of a six-storey block of offices fronting 
Westminster Bridge Road. 


The new Christ Church links the past 
with the present by retaining the original 
175ft.-high Lincoln Tower as part of the 
new scheme. This tower was only slightly 
damaged when the old main church build- 
ing was bombed. 

Except for the bomb-damaged church, 
the old group of buildings have been re- 
tained and are joined together as an in- 
tegral part. The Sunday school, Hawkstone 
Hall, Lincoln Tower and the new church 
are now linked together by the wing of 
the office block which bridges across the 
church, 

An interesting feature in the construc- 
tion of the church was the use of a Vieren- 
dell truss made of a special system of 
heavily reinforced concrete beams to carry 
the offices over the top of the church a 
distance of 50ft. 


The truss is three storeys high and is 
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actually two trusses, 
joined together by 
the corridors _ be- 
tween the _ offices. 
Concrete in the cor- 
ridor directly over 
the church is 2lin. 
thick. 

The _ Vierendell 
truss is supported at 
one end by normal columns and at the 
other by a mushroom-headed circular con- 
erete column with 18 lin. steel bars 
reinforcement which stands within the 
church area. This round column and two 
columns at the side of the office block are 
supported on a base of 35 cu. yd. of 
concrete. 

When the truss was being built, the props 
under the church ceiling had to be left in 
position until all the columns making the 
truss and the upper floors over the church 
area had been poured and allowed to set. 
Particularly heavy props were used which 
ran through the church floor into the base- 
ment, where they were supported on grill- 
ages. 

The church has raised pews encircling 
the pulpit and the Lord’s Table and is

highlighted by its massive entrance porch 
and tracery. This porch is filled with a 
48ft. x 17ft. sculptured interlacing stone 
screen of an intricate design. 


The new office block is five and six 
storeys high and is T-shaped, with one arm 
spanning across the church. It contains 
33,000 sq. ft. of lettable space. 


Named Lincoln House, the building 
has a reinforced concrete frame with Port- 
land stone facings to the columns and to 
the upper ground floor windows. Green 
Westmorland slate panels are used as span- 
drels to the upper floor windows and the 
whole contrasts strongly with the “Refor- 
mite” stone infilling to the ground floor. 


Building the church as an integrated part 
of an office block and creating a harmo- 
nious group with the Tower and the other 
Gothic buildings presented a considerable 
architectural problem on which the Royal 
Fine Art Commission was consulted. The 
Commission approved the design by archi- 
tect to the Dolphin Development Co., Ltd., 
P. J. Darvall, B.A., A.R.IL.B.A., and Sir John 
Burnet, Tait and Partners as consulting 
architects. The contractors were Richard 
Costain, Ltd., 111 Westminster Bridge 
Road, London, S.E.1.

TYPE of crane for which I have 

an enduring affection is the 
spidery yet oddly elegant scotch der- 
rick. This warm regard may spring 
from an incident of early schooldays, 
when I was being conducted home by 
my mother through a lane flanked by 
tall green hedges. At one point I stood 
transfixed, amazed; for immediately 
beyond the hedge hovered the head and 
shoulders of a magnificent angel, whose 
white, motionless wings glided silently 
across the blue expanse of the summer 
sky. Well, not quite silently. There 
was a strange clanking rhythm about 
the angel’s flight which added a delight- 
ful sense of mystery to the entire 
business. 


A few steps farther and a new wonder 
met my delighted gaze. Although it was 
beyond my comprehension at the time, I 
now realise (with the prosaic wisdom of 
mature years) that it was the yard of a 
monumental mason’s establishment, and 
that the splendid white figure was being 
hoisted, by means of a hand derrick crane, 
on to a low flat roof which served as a 
storage place.

fied, and it is far from careless. There are 
anchorages to be examined and methods 
of operation to be considered, and 
occasionally, alas! accidents to be investi- 
gated, 

Scotch derricks are apt to be a little bit 
temperamental: they are good workers but 
sensitive to abuse. They depend for their 
well-being upon the geometrical niceties of 
carefully positioned legs, an exactly per- 
pendicular mast and land ties laid upon 
level ground. Failure to provide those 
conditions is liable to produce a state of 
instability which only the knowledgeable 
can fully determine. I recently came upon 
a two-ton hand-operated derrick in the 
course of being erected on a site near the 
Thames estuary. This machine, I learned 
later, was to be used for unloading steel 
sections, but in its present state it rather 
looked as though it would find it difficult 
simply to remain standing on its own feet. 
The land ties were properly set and the 
mast and stays were in position, but the 
mast was doing an impressive “leaning 
tower” routine. 

Shorty Smithers, the leading hand, ap- 
proached me as I reached the site, and 
gave me a wry grin. 

_ “Hope you didn’t go to all that trouble 
just for me,” I said. “It’s spectacular.” 

“I’m not easily hurt,” he answered, “so I 
won’t take no offence. But for Pete’s sake 
tell me what’s the matter with that perish- 
ing mast?” 

“I should say you’ve probably fallen for 
the old catch. Have you measured the 
hind legs?” 

Shorty gave me one of those looks which 
may be seen when feelings are too deep 
for tears.

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“Thanks very much. Go on,” I en- 
couraged him, 

“T did just like the foreman said.”

“*Shorty,’ he said—that’s because of my 
size—‘ Shorty, remember this: right goes 
over left, left goes under right.’ That’s 
what he said, and that’s the way it’s always 
been.” 

I glanced up at the top of the mast. The 
connection of the right leg was indeed 
sen Ort but it was quite obviously at 
fault. 


“Shorty,” I said. “ There comes a time 
for all of us when we must question the 
gleanings of our tender years. This is one 
of them. The rule you were given is true 
for most cranes but not all of them. This 
is one where it isn’t true.” 

Shorty, to do him justice, was not a man 
who lost heart easily. Within half-an-hour 
the mast was standing like a guardsman on 
parade and Shorty’s colour had paled from 
geranium to its usual brick red tone. We 
went over the connections together, and I 
pointed out how important it was to make 
sure that all locking rings, collars and so 
on were in position, and that split pins and 
split cotters were properly opened up. 
Before I left, Shorty had erected the jib 
and was preparing to fix the anchorages. 
For this purpose he had built up a grillage 
resting fairly and squarely at the end of 
each tie, and these were to be loaded with 
specially prepared boxes containing a mix- 
ture of scrap iron and ballast, Altogether, 
there would be an effective load of about 
six tons at each anchorage. 


“That would be about right for a two-ton 
crane,” I said, “allowing a factor of three 
on the safe working load. The stability 
can be checked when the test is carried 
out. Dave Morgan will be coming over to 
do that as soon as it’s ready. Now let’s 
just have a look at this sole plate. Some- 
times the mast has a tendency to lift off this 
plate—this can happen when the jib is 
pulled hard round against a back stay 
with a full load. The collar on top of the 
pin will prevent that from happening if 
it’s properly secured. And, by the way, 
don’t forget the pendulum indicator. It 
likes its drop of oil just as much as you do.”

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BRANCH POST OFFICE INCORPORATED IN 
HAMPSTEAD REDEVELOPMENT 


AS part of a 1959 road widening 

scheme, Hampstead Borough 
Council produced a redevelopment pian, 
involving houses and shops, for the 
junction of Finchley and Harben Roads. 
It was decided to include a new branch 
post office for the Swiss Cottage district 
and the corner site at the end of a row 
of shops was chosen for the purpose. 

The selected site gave the Ministry 
of Works surveyors a chance to in- 
corporate some interesting features. To 
allow pavement space the ground floor 
front was set back, under the balconies 
above. Green Serpentino marble and white 
mosaic were chosen as facing materials 
for the under-cover frontage; and a new 
technique of fired metal “Webslight” was 
applied to soffit linings, giving them an 
interesting pattern. 


An unusual acoustic problem had to be 


a 


overcome due to the location’s being at 
one of London’s noisest corners. The 
answer has been achieved by the use of 
very large plate glass windows and 
“Coronet” acoustic board curtain and ceil- 
ing. Telephone cabinets have new “Wood- 
acoustic” linings for wall sound absorption 
and “Coronet” ceilings. 


The office is artificially lit by flush, 
ceiling lighting provided through the new 
“Paragrid” screen. Modern, veneered 
boxes light up serving positions and addi- 
tional lighting covers the staff area. The 
Public Office has a floor of green terrazzo 
with white plastic strips. The counter 
grilles are modern “toughened” louvers 
with “Plyglass” screens.

MANCHESTER HOUSING PROGRAMME IN ARREARS 


City Surveyor’s Annual Report 


N terms of dwellings lost and gained, 
Manchester’s post-war slum clear- 
ance and redevelopment programme 
stood, on March 31, 1959, at 9,786 
dwellings demolished and 835 dwellings 
built in cleared areas. The number of 
dwellings which should have been built, 
on the basis of the City Development 
Plan, on sites which should have been 
cleared since the war, is 2,500. 

The city surveyor and engineer, Mr. 
Rowland Nicholas, C.B.E., says in his 
recently published annual report that this 
alarming position has arisen through lack 
of overspill facilities and of technical staff 
in the departments concerned. 

During the year under review 121 
dwellings were completed in redevelopment 
areas while the number of dwellings 
demolished as individually unfit because 
of structural decay was 666. 

The total number of houses completed 
during the year was 1,431, about 70 less 
than in the previous year. The progress 
envisaged by the City Council in 1955 


provided for the erection of 2,875 dwel- 
lings in 1958. 


Office Development 


Central area development and redevel- 
opment accelerated considerably during 
the year. The total gross floor area made 
available for office use was 280,000 sq. ft., 
while the construction cost of completed 
schemes was about £1.75m. 

The development of vacant sites in the 
city centre reduced the amount of available 
car parking space, and the provision of 
off-street car parking consequently became 
more pressing. However, the construction 
of the underground car park in the Market 
Place area, as part of a comprehensive 
development scheme, is proceeding and will 
be completed by February, 1961. This 
project comprises a basement and sub- 
basement, with a total capacity for 346 
cars, and main ramped approach from 
Victoria Street.

N approving drawings recently for build- 
ings at Newgate Street, Panyer Alley, 
St. Paul’s Churchyard and Warwick Lane, 
the City of London Corporation has also 
sanctioned proposals to extend the system 
of high level pedestrian walkways, pre- 
viously confined to plans for the Barbican 
area. 

The new buildings, which will be used 
as offices. shops and showrooms (the archi- 
tects are Trehearne and Norman Preston 
and Partners, 83 Kingsway. London, W.C.2) 
will have the level of the terrace above 
the shops at Newgate Street raised to a 
height of about 16ft. 6in, above the road- 
way. Plans also provide for a_ bridge 
across Newgate Street to link with the pro- 
posed elevated walkways at the Barbican. 


£132,808 STEPNEY SWING BRIDGE 
PROJECT 


The Minister of Transport has made a 
grant of £23,829 to London County Council 
towards the cost (£132,808) of building a 
new swing bridge over Regents Canal Dock 
at Stepney. The London County Council 
will b2 responsible for a similar amount, 
and the balance will be paid by the British 
Transport Commission, 

The new bridge will improve the circula- 
tion of traffic in the dock area and enable 
vehicles to avoid the busy Commercial 
Road. It will be 52ft. wide, with a 20ft. 
wide carriageway and two footways each 
6ft. wide. 

The bridge, which will be constructed of 
steel box girders, will be operated electric- 
ally and will be provided with traffic signals 
and lifting barriers.

rolled asphalt, and a further seven miles of 
sett paved carriageways were “skim- 
coated” with bitumen macadam or asphalt 
sand carpet, followed by a tarspray. 

The reconditioning of dilapidated foot- 
paths continued at what the city surveyor 
describes as a wholly inadequate rate, some 
13 miles being rekerbed and resurfaced. 

Mr. Nicholas states that many of the 
footpaths in the immediate City Centre 
are in a poor condition, but unfortunately 
they cannot be reconstructed at a desirable 
rate while there are so many miles of 
footpaths elsewhere which are in a worse 
condition. It has been estimated that 
some £5m. would be required to bring the 
footpaths throughout the city to a satis- 
factory standard. At the present average 
rate of expenditure, this would take some 
50 years.

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RESTORING DETERIORATED CONCRETE 
U.S. Convention Hears of Successful Methods 


UCCESSFUL methods used for re- 
storing deteriorated concrete were 
described by five concrete experts at 
the 56th annual convention of the 
American Concrete Institute held in 
New York recently. The chairman of 
the symposium was Mr. Hubert Woods, 
research director, Portland Cement 
Association, Chicago. 


Conventional Methods 


Mr. Lewis H. Tuthill, concrete engineer, 
California Department of Water Resources. 
Sacramento, outlined conventional tech- 
niques of repairing concrete. He empha- 
sised that a good concrete repair or 
restoration must be thoroughly bonded to 
the older concrete; must be sufficiently 
impermeable to prevent moisture reaching 
underlying older concrete; must, after 
drying, be free of shrinkage cracks through 
which water could reach the supporting 
concrete; must be resistant to freezing 
where this is a factor in weathering; and 
should match surrounding concrete sur- 
faces. 


On new or restoration work, all unsound 
concrete should be removed completely. 
He recommended shaping the excavations 
so as to make the replaced material as 
secure as possible, and that surfaces be 
cleaned and moistened for maximum bond. 
For cleaning, sand blasting should be pre- 
ferred to scrubbing with a wire brush. 


Although moistening of older concrete 
is usually advised before bonding, Mr. 
Tuthill observed that on joint surfaces 
possibly more permanent bond can be 
secured when these surfaces are dry at the 
time they are overlaid with fresh concrete. 
The effort formerly expended on moisten- 
ing before the repair is transferred to more 
water curing afterward. 


He also advised that for the restoration 
of weathered spillways, piers and other 
hydraulic structures, reinforced _air- 
entrained concrete is probably preferable 
to shotcrete. Other factors affecting bond, 
permeability, cracking, durability, and ap- 
pearance of concrete repairs were also 
detailed. 


Patching of Pavements 


The patching of distressed areas of con- 
crete pavements with bonded concrete was 
discussed by Mr. Earl J. Felt. Mr. Felt is 
manager of the Transportation Develop- 
ment Section, Research and Development 
Division, Portland Cement Association, 
Skokie, Ill. 


Mr, Felt cited several instances where 
long-lasting bond of relatively thin layers 
of concrete (lin, to 3in.) to old base con- 
crete was secured. Some of these streets 
are still in service 40 years after resurfacing, 


Field investigations and _ laboratory 
studies conducted by the Portland Cement 
Association have uncovered basic require- 
ments for good bond between new and old 
concrete, Mr. Felt explained. Most im- 
portant is clean, sound, old concrete 
surface. One group of PCA tests has shown 
that cleaning and slight roughening of an 
old sound surface with hydrochloric acid 
developed acceptable bond in the range of 
300 to 500 p.si. Chipping the old surface 
with an electric chisel improved bond, but 
the most effective tool for mechanical clean- 
ing and for removing unsound concrete 
was the Tennant machine. Sand blasting 
was not particularly effective in these tests. 


Probably the most common defect in 
concrete pavements is spalling at the joints, 
frequently caused by poor jointing design 
or improper construction. If air-entrained 
concrete has been used, the spalls are hard, 


durable concrete and the shearing surface 
makes a good base for a bonded concrete 
patch. Many pavements made of non-air- 
entrained concrete still exist, however, and 
spalling at joints is also associated with 
concrete disintegration. Here, the base 
concrete may not be in good condition and 
considerable preparation will be required 
before patching with bonded concrete. 


In addition to good surface condition of 
the old concrete, high quality grout and 
concrete, first-class workmanship in place- 
ment and compaction, and proper jointing 
and curing are essential. Suggested tech- 
niques covering these procedures were de- 
tailed by Mr. Felt, 


Prepakt Method of Concrete Repair 


The prepakt method which is now widely 
used for repairing concrete was described 
by. Mr. Raymond E, Davis, a consulting 
engineer in Berkeley, Calif., and director 
emeritus of the University of California's 
Engineering Materials Laboratory. 


Prepakt was first used in 1938 in the 
strengthening and stabilising of the con- 
crete lining of Muir tunnel on the Santa Fe 
Railroad near Pittsburgh, Calif. Since then, 
the prepakt method has found many appli- 
cations in the restoration of old concrete 
and masonry structures. It has also gained 
favour for certain types of new construction 
where the proper placement of conventional 
concrete is difficult or impossible, such as 
underwater work. 


Prepakt is essentially a concrete of gap 
grading which is produced by first placing 
the coarse aggregate in the forms, and then 
pumping a sanded grout, sometimes 
referred to as intrusion mortar or prepakt 
grout, into the voids of the aggregate mass, 
In the repairs of many old stone masonry 
and concrete structures by the prepakt 
method, neat cement grouting for the pur- 
pose of improving structural stability and 
reducing leakage is also carried out. 


Mr. Davis pointed out that bond strength 
between new prepakt concrete and old 
conventional concrete is much higher than 
that obtained between new and old con- 
conventional concrete. This is probably 
due to the grout being applied under pres- 
sure. Prepakt’s wetting properties and its 
fluidity is much greater than that of the 
usual mortar constituent or ordinary con- 
crete. 


Another property in which  prepakt 
excels is low drying shrinkage, which is 
likely to be only about one-sixth as great 
as the usual mortar applied pneumatically 
and less than half as great as that of con- 
ventional concrete. This low drying shrink- 
age, thought to be due to point-to-point 
contact of the pieces of coarse aggregate, 
also promotes greater crack-resistance, Mr. 
Davis explained, 


Also, based on laboratory tests and per- 
formance of field structures over a period 
of years, prepakt concretes of suitable 
materials and good workmanship resist 
weathering action caused by freezing and 
thawing better than conventional concretes. 
Later-age strength of prepakt concrete is 
also considerably greater, 


Mr. Davis described the composition of 
prepakt, mix design methods, and also 
methods of test for fresh prepakt grouts 
and hardened prepakt concrete. He also 
specified the types of repairs for which the 
method is particularly well adapted. 


Use of Epoxy Resins 


How the California Division of Highways 
uses adhesives and binders containing 
epoxy resins to repair concrete was out- 
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lined by Bailey Tremper, supervising mate- 
rials and research engineer for the Division, 
Sacramento. 


Only epoxy resins of low viscosity find 
application as concrete repair materials. 
The bond strength of properly formulated 
adhesives is greater than that of concrete, 
as has been demonstrated in many tests. 
Rupture always occurs in the concrete, not 
in the adhesive bond, Mr, Tremper re- 
ported. 


Adhesives and binders for highway use 
are formulated of epoxy resin, a plasticiser 
and a ouring agent. Depending on the vis- 
cosity at the time of mixing, a certain 
amount of finely ground inert filler such as 
tale or silica can also be added. 


For the repair of highways and bridges 
under traffic, quick hardening is desirable 
but this complicates the mixing and hand- 
ling of the compound since rapid hardening 
formulations also have a short pot life. 
In general, small batches must be mixed 
and applied promptly. The choice of curing 
agent (generally organic amines) and the 
percentage used determines the pot life and 
the setting time. 

In patching spalled areas with epoxy 
mortar or concrete, the binder used by the 
California Division of Highways contains no 
filler and has a pot life of about 20 minutes 
at 70 degrees F. Under favourable condi- 
tions, the repair has been opened to traffic 
within three to five hours. In cool weather, 
metal channels are placed over the repaired 
area and they are warmed with torches. 


Epoxy concrete is considered economica! 
to use in fairly large volume on heavily 
travelled structures such as the San Fran- 
sisco-Oakland Bay Bridge. But if substan 
tial repairs are involved and if traffic con- 
ditions permit, it is more economical to use 
Portland cement concrete bound to the 
original work with a coating of epoxy 
adhesive. 


As in other concrete repair work, the 
surface to which an epoxy adhesive is ap- 
plied must be scrupulously cleaned, prefer- 
ably by sandblasting. Concrete may be 
damp but must be free from surface 
moisture when the adhesive is applied. 


Mr. Tremper concluded his paper by dis- 
cussing possible variations in formulation 
for specific uses, methods of application to 
obtain strong and durable repairs, and a 
typical formulation for general use. 


Pneumatically Placed Mortar 


In the fifth paper presented, Mr. O, N. 
Kulberg, Los Angeles, discussed the ex- 
periences of the Southern California 
Edison Company during the past 40 years in 
restoring concrete structures with pneu- 
matically placed mortar (shotcrete). Mr. 
Kulberg is chief construction engineer for 
the utility firm. 


In addition to use for ordinary concrete 
repair, several million square feet of pneu- 
matically placed mortar are employed in 
the company’s complex of canals, flow lines, 
and dams. In no instances, Mr. Kulberg 
explained, has this mortar undergone direct 
deterioration from weathering such as the 
scaling and spalling shown by low air- 
entrained conventional concrete unde: 
severe exposure. 


However, there are areas of severe 
weathering in the Sierra Nevada mountains 
where difficulty has been encountered in 
pneumatically placed mortar restoration 
work on several dams, Failure of the parent 
material upon which the mortar had been 
placed, or lack of understanding on how to 
maintain it were the chief points of diffi- 
culty. Generally, though, all pneumatically 
placed mortar regardless of how maintained 
has had sufficient longevity to justify its 
use, Mr. Kulberg said. 

Edison Company experience points up 
the fact, Mr. Kulberg said, that reinforced 
and dowelled pneumatically placed mortar 
when properly maintained, is the most 
economical method of restoring disintegra- 
ting concrete where restoration is relatively 
shallow and over large irregular areas. 
Regular inspections for the sake of pre- 
ventive maintenance are all important.

vention of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, held in New Orleans 
recently. 


The Board of Direction of the Society 
official confirmed the selection of a jury 
of engineering magazine editors, which had 
picked the St. Lawrence Project for the 
1960 outstanding civil engineering achieve- 
ment award. 


It is the first award to be made by the 
Society to recognize an achievement in 
civil engineering. Henceforth, an award

Nominations, made by the directors of 
the Society in their respective districts 
throughout the country, were judged in 
three categories: (1) Whether the project 
demonstrated improved skill in civil engi- 
neering; (2) whether the project con- 
tributed to engineering progress; and (3) 
the project’s value to mankind.

Lawrence Project scored high in _ all 
categories.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Hydraulic Handbook, Second Edition. 
Compiled by Editors, “Hydraulic Power 
Transmission.” Publishers: Trade and 
Technical Press, Ltd., Morden, Surrey. 
800pp. Price £5 10s. 


This second edition, which in style and 
presentation of material and data, closely 
follows the pattern of the first, contains a 
considerable amount of information and 
technical matter not hitherto published. 


The book is divided into three main 
sections. Occupying more than 400 pages, 
the first of these sets out and explains the 
basic principles of hydraulics, and com- 
prises in itself the only textbook on the 
subject. This section also surveys various 
items of equipment and components, from 
accumulators to valves, which go to make 
up an hydraulic system, and enumerates 
the applications of hydraulics to industries 
and end-products in agriculture, aircraft, 
automobiles, locomotives, machine tools, 
presses, general engineering, mechanical 
handling and mining. 


Technical data in the form of circuits, 
charts and tables occupy nearly 250 pages 
of the second section, which includes 91 
hydraulic and electro-hydraulic circuits, 
126 tables with working examples, 23 nomo- 
grams, 23 charts, formulae, British Stan- 
dard Specifications and American J.C. 
symbols, and an hydraulic dictionary. 


The third and final section comprises a 
buyers’ guide consisting of a trade names 
index, a classified list of suppliers of 
hydraulic equipment and components and 
an alphabetical ind2x of manufacturers with 
their addresses. 


Theodolite Practice, by J. A. Sandover, 
Ph.D., A.M.I.C.E. Publishers: Cleaver- 
Hume Press, Ltd., 31 Wright’s Lane, 
London, W.8. Price 16s. 110pp. 


With the needs’ of the practical engineer 
and surveyor a primary aim, the book 
provides a clear understanding of the con- 
struction and limitations of the theodolite. 
A large number of diagrams and some 
photographs illustrate the text very clearly, 
and an appendix deals with trigonometric 
principles and the use of the slide rule. 


The subject is dealt with comprehen- 
sively in the volume’s eight chapters, which 
describe in considerable detail the con- 
struction and use of the instrument; 
traversing; tacheometry; adjustments; and 
the setting out of curves. Other surveying 
instruments are not forgotten, and are 
themselves the subject of a complete 
chapter.

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STRENGTHENING DRAINAGE PIPES 


Employment of Glass and Resin 


From a Special Correspondent 


[Ts the building and civil engineering 

industry today research and de- 
velopment is not confined to any single 
branch of constructional work; remark- 
able progress has been made of recent 
years in a number of fields particularly 
those related to concrete whether made 


in the factory or on the site. 

The concrete pipe industry is no excep- 
tion and with the growing interest now 
taking place in the use of _ specially 
strengthened pipes, a new method employ- 
ing glass and resin has been developed and 
perfected for use in all general low-pressure 
applications related to sewage disposal 
and drainage, and where a structural unit 
is required capable of meeting variable 
conditions of loading. 

The company engaged in this research 
over the past six years are Sharp, Jones 
and Co., Ltd., of Parkstone, Dorset, and 
it is their “Deckon” pipe which forms the 
subject of this short article. It is a pipe 
protected and made strong by the external 
application of polyester resin reinforced 
with glass fibres. 


New Design Approach 


In seeking an entirely new approach to 
concrete pipe design, the makers firstly 
considered the problems and disadvantages 
associated with conventional methods and 
then applied themselves to the production 
of a pipe which would fulfil certain basic 
requirements. The result has been highly 
successful—a _ structurally designed pipe 
capable of dealing with all conditions 
calling for a specially strengthened unit, 
whilst at the same time being much lighter 
in weight and also capable of resisting 
corrosion by aggressive ground waters. To 
the engineer, however, probably the most 
interesting aspect of this new method is 
that in addition to the protection of the 
concrete core pipe by the resin employed, 
the high tensile strength provided by the 
glass fibre has the effect of converting a 
rigid pipe into a flexible unit after the 
core pipe has cracked, but without ex- 
filtration or infiltration occurring. Further- 
more, in the case of sewer work the 
support of the normal concrete pipe against 
hoop and beam stresses by this new means 
of reinforcement has the advantage that 
variable conditions of loading can be met 
by simple adjustments in the manu- 
facturing process and the pipe can be 
controlled to any desired crack width by 
the same means. An alternative use for 
the resin-bonded glass fibre coating is as 
an external protection only in aggressive 
sub-soil conditions. By applying a light 
winding to a standard pipe, complete pro- 
tection is provided to attack by sulphates 
and soft water of low pH value. 

The concrete pipe is firstly manu- 
factured by the normal centrifugal process 
using any suitable cement and to standard 
sizes and lengths. When matured, the 
pipe is placed in a lathe and the glass fibre 
roving saturated in polyester resin is 
applied by mechanical means at a con- 
trolled helix angle. The adjustment of 
the helix, the number of winds, and the 
weight of the glass roving are pre- 
determined to meet the engineer’s speci- 


fication. On completion the pipe is placed 
in a curing chamber at a _ controlled 
temperature. 


Materials Involved 


A word about the materials themselves. 
Polyester resins are relatively new addi- 
tions to the plastics family, being a viscous 
liquid in the raw unprocessed state but 
polymerising by the application of heat 
to tough solids capable of resisting both 


bacterial and chemical attacks. Alone, 
however, the resin is not outstanding in 
tensile strength but by the incorporation 
of high tensile directional fibres, such as 
glass fibres, a composite structure of higher 
tensile strength and lower modulus of 
elasticity is produced. One of the cheapest 
forms of glass fibre and that which shows 
the maximum tensile characteristics is 
glass fibre rovings. These consist of coarse 
untwisted threads of various numbers of 
continuous glass filaments which, when 
reinforcing the polyester resin, give sub- 
stantial extra tensile strength to the 
composite material. 


Joint Development 


Special attention has been given by the 
makers to the question of joints. In this 
connection, the problems of flexibility and 
watertightness together with protection 
from corrosion have been subjects of 
intensive research and the ‘“Deckon” 
flexible collar rubber ring joint has resulted 
from this work. This joint is composed 
entirely of resin and glass fibre and can 
be offered in two alternative designs both 
of which give comparative flexibility to 
that of the pipe and are also simple and 
speedy to assemble. As regards water- 
tightness recent tests have given 100lb. 
sq. in. at jin. draw and 3 degrees slew. 
There is no doubt that this new joint 
combining strength with flexibility, which 
is not bulky or complicated in assembly, 
and which is entirely free from corrosion 
problems represents a big step forward. 

Research over the past five years both 
operational and theoretical’ has been main- 
tained without relaxation and in this work 
the makers have been greatly assisted by 
the Building Research Station, by Turner 
Brothers Asbestos Co., Ltd., who supply 
the glass, Bakelite, Ltd., suppliers of the 
special resin employed, and the cement 
manufacturers. 


Materials Research 


Apart from methods of factory applica- 
tion and the numerous processing points 
which had to be settled, research was 
required in regard to the best formulation 
of resin and the most suitable type of 
glass to employ. These tests embraced 
every aspect including static fatigue of the 
composite material under sustained tension 
and the expected life of stressed glass 
filaments immersed under water to 
simulate periods in excess of 30 years. 
Hand-in-hand with this work has been 
the development of design of the pipe 
itself to meet a whole range of loading 
conditions and from the information now 
compiled an accurate tabulation of wind- 
ing data has been made available to enable 
precise manufacture to be put in hand as 
soon as_ individual specifications are 
received at the offices of the company. 

The Ministry of Housing and Loca 
Government are prepared to consider 
sewerage proposals incorporating “Deckon”™ 
sewer pipes for conditional loan sanction 
up to a period of 30 years.

FOR LEYLAND 


SINGLE drive double-reduction 

axle of completely new design 
has been introduced by Leyland Motors, 
Ltd., for fitment on Leyland heavy-duty 
and super heavy-duty trucks. 


A hypoid bevel gear train is employed 
for the first reduction on the axle. Its 
driving head is designed to provide only 
a slight reduction in gearing with the result 
that an exceptionally large driving pinion 
can be used, whereas in a normal single- 
reduction axle this component is usually 
the weakest unit. 


The hypoid wheel is bolted to a double- 
helical pinion to transmit the drive through 
substantial double-helical gears which 
form the second and greater reduction in 
the gear train. The _ precision-ground 
double-helical gears, it is stated, run 
quietly and smoothly, exerting no thrust 
load on the differential bearings. 


The double-helical wheel is carried on 
differential carriers and the complete 


assembly is mounted on roller bearings. 
All bearings throughout both gear trains 
are of the heavy-duty type and are de- 
signed to work far in excess of the loads 
likely to be imposed. 


A positive flow lubrication system is 
employed throughout the axle ensuring 
that a continuous supply of lubricant is 
delivered to all essential points within half 
a turn of the truck wheels. 


Oil carried by a collector disc, which 
is bolted on one side of the large double- 
helical gear, is collected by a scoop and 
fed to one of the bearings carrying the 
combined double-helical pinion and the 
hypoid wheel, The other bearing for these 
units as well as the hypoid pinion bear- 
ings are fed by a similar disc which is 
mounted on the hypoid wheel and dips 
in an oil trough bolted to the inside of 
the differential carrier. As the oil system 
for the first reduction gear train is circula- 
tory, repriming is necessary only if the 
axle has been dismantled. 
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VICKERS DOZER NOW USES 
GEAR PUMP 


NEW gear type pump is now being used 

by the Vickers hydraulic dozer which 
has been redesigned for the current series of 
tractors with either Rolls-Royce or Cum- 
mins engines fitted with either direct drive 
or torque converter transmissions, 

The pump is submerged inside the supply 
tank which is carried on the front lower 
portion of the radiator guard. The control 
valve is an independent unit mounted on 
top of the radiator guard, oil at high pres- 
sure being piped from this valve to the 
cylinder rams, the return flow of oil passing 
through two micronic filters which are 
easily accessible under the hinged bonnet 
of the tractor.
